Socialist M. P. Says Trades Union- 
ists int American Are Where Forcign 
Brethren Were Century Ago.

LONDON, Dee. 3.—[Exclusive Dis- 
patch.) “I suspect we have not yet 
the whole of this matter cleared up. 
On the reports published here of the 
McNamara confession there evidently 
is more to come out, and unt!il we 
have heard everything I suspend 
judgment,” said Keir Hardie, M.P., 
Socialist and Independent Labor.

Texas Official Says America 


Will Soon Intervene. 


Insists Diaz Is Abetting 
Revolution From Afar. 


Thinks Madero Will Call 
on the United States. 


{BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 

DALLAS (Tex.) Dec. 9.—[Exclusive 
Dispatch.] That the Reyes revolution 
in Mexico will be successful unless the 
United States intervenes; that whether 
intervention comes now or later, it is 
certain to come some time; that Reyes 
fs supported by Diaz, Limantour and 
Pascual Orozco, is the belief of Capt. 
J. P. Cranke, of Laredo, commanding 
the Texas National Guard there, and 
whose company is taking part in the 
enforcement of neutrality laws on this 
side of the Rio Grande. 

“Gen, Reyes is now safely in Mex- 
fico,” said Capt. Cranke in an inter- 
view today. 

NO DOUBT AT ALL. 

“There is no doubt of that. He is 
directing his revolution against the 
Madero government in  acordance 
with a carefully matured plan, and is 
operating in his own country at this 
time. Will his revolution be success- 
ful? Why, of course it will—unless 
the United States intervenes. Reyes 
has unlimited financial backing. Dur- 
ing the Madero revolution, when ,the 
Diaz clique became convinced Madero 
would be victorious, millions of dol- 
lars in gold bars, passed through La- 
redo, being shipped out by Diaz and 
his supporters to New York, London 


and Paris. Certain types of ‘bad men’ 


who have a border reputation for 
bravery, did nothing else for a month 
or two except hide in express cars to 
guard this gold across the border. 
There is no doubt that the Cientifico 


party, Diaz Limantour, Reyes himself, 


have millions of dollars in the cities I 
have named, every cent of which is 
available for the Reyes revolution.” 

Capt. Cranke declares Orozco has 
rallied to the support of Reyes, 
chagrined at not having received a 
certain choice governorship from Ma- 
dero after the latter became Il: 
dent. 

He believes the Reyes revolt will 
precipitate American intervention. 

IMPOSSIBLE TO MADERO. 

“Madero had rather see the devil 
President of Mexico than to see Reyes 
in that office,”” he explained. ‘“‘There- 
fore, when Madero sees he cannot 
cope with Reyes, which he will not 
‘be long in finding out, he will an- 
‘nounce that he cannot protect Ameri- 
can and foreign interests, and will 
rely upon the United States to inter- 
vene and afford protection to Amer- 
jean citizens and their interests. It 
will be difficult for this country to 
avoid responding to the appeal, and 
Madero knows that. He will delib- 
erately prefer to see the American 
flag floating over Mexico than to see 
Reyes in the Presidential chair. 

“The opinions are not mine alone,” 
added Capt. Cranke. “If they were, 
although I have spent my life on the 
border, and believe I understand the 
situation, I might be less sure of the 
certainty. of my conclusions. The be-

ET THE HOUSE-CLEANING BE 
THOROUGH. 

From divers quarters has emanated 
advice to the rank and fle of labor-union 
organizations to take warning “and heart of 
gface” from the terrible revelations made 
public by the confessions of the McNamara 
dynamiters. This id well, so far as it goes. 

How far it will go depends upon the ac- 
tion of those in the rank and file of the 
unions, It was an augury of hope for the 
future that this advice should have been 
given. It is a thousand per cent. greater 
augury that there seems a disposition to 
take the advice, This disposition is shown 
by the numerous reports coming to the prb- 
lic press, and through that medium to the 
public, of a movement among the unionites 
to be done with Samuel Gompers, the head 
of the central organization, and if reports 
be true “the head and front of the offend- 
ing” on the part of vicious scoundrels who 
for years have done so much to bring labor- 
union organizations into general disrepute. 

The Times has never believed that the 
general run of the union men were in any 
way connected with the crimes committed 
by many of the leaders, nor that they wovld 
for a moment condone the awful acts that, 
be it remembered, are not limited to the ac 
tivities of the McNamaras. In condemning 
the unwise and criminal p-ticies and acts of 
those unhappily allowed to misrepresent 
and mislead the unions, The Times has 
sever hesitated to connect Gompers with 
the misleading and misrepresentation. He 
has always appeared to us not only an un- 
wise leader, but a man lacking, not merely 
in the finer sensibilities of humanity but 
in any conscientious regard for laws that 
are man-made or God-made. We have 
judged Sam by his own unwise and inflam- 
matory utterances. 

We are profoundly impressed with this 
movement on the part of the mass of the 
members of the unions, and shall bope 
(even shovld it be hoping against hope) 
that the work will be done, done thoroughly 
and as promptly as possible. it is evident 
to our minds and to those of all law-abiding 
men and women in the country that the 
unions cannot go on under. leadership like 
that of Samue! Gompers, John J. McNamara, 
‘Debs, Tveitmoe, and others. This impres- 
sion extends as generally to the members 
of labor unions as to those outside of these 
organizations. We are judging these people 
by their own utterances, by their emphatic 
denunciations of the acts oi the McNamaras 
and by their-open disapproval of Gompers 
as their leader. It is quite time “they got, 
onto” this man if the slang expression may 
be permitted. A few years ago in the city 
of Chicago, labor-union men asked by what 
means Gompers had acquired his wealth. 
The story ie current that one of them said 
in open meeting that he had found Gompers 
was possessed of $60,000 worth of property 
in Chicago. He asked: “Where did he get 
it? He did not earn it, and we never gave 
it to him.” ) 

We shall await with earnest expectation 
the outcome of this uprising against Samuel 
Gompers and all vicious union-laber lead- 
ers. We hope with all our beart that the 
agitation will go on. It is a new broom in 
the hands of the labor-union organizations. 
Let it sweep clean, and sweep every man 
like Gompers and the McNamaras from 
leadership. Then there will be peace in 
the industria] life of America and prosper- 
ity for the members of the unions. 


ENATOR WORKS AND HIS PROBE. 
Dispatches from Washington bring 
the information that Senator Works has | 
conceived the idea that the Soldiers’ Home 
(Pacific Branch, located in this county,) 
requires probing, and the Senator is mov- 
ing in the Senate to secure an investigation. 

This is an old story. Charges against 
practically all the Soldiers’ Homes through- 
out the country bave been madé from time 
to time, investigations have followed, and 
generally without result. It will be so in 
the present case, is our prediction. 

It is imevitable that complaints should 
sometimes be made by inmates of these 
homes, because—gallant old fellows, as 
they are,—many of them are idle, some of 
them are sick, others are cranky and un- 
reasonable, and, being in that state of mind, 
they absorb and cherish animeosities to- 
wards their immediate officers and unjustly 
charge them with wrongdoing. 

But these things are true of only a very 
small percentage of the whole number of 
inmates, numbering, in the case of the Pa- 
cific Branch, nearly 3000 veterans, with 
perhaps 2400 “present for duty” all the time. 
These include the reasonably wel] satisfied 
and grateful majority. This home has been 
investigated before. The charges were 
heard by the nal Board, assembled on 
the spot, and nothing serious was found. 
The Times wants to see right and honest 
conditions prevail in ail the Soldiers’ 
Homes. Whenever there appears to be any 
real necessity for any investigation, i will 
ald in the same; it has no “strings” upon 
it; no fear in its heart because veteran sol- 
diers of the Union aide are involved. But 
it looks askance at charges from irre- 
sponsible outside persons—charges the like 
of which have been investigated many times 
pefore, and generally found baseless. 

Wf the investigation, prompted locally in 
this case and projected by Senator Works, 
is held (which is by no means certain) we 
predict that no serious ‘abuses will be dis- 
covered. 

Senator Works appears to be animated 
by an ambition to pose as a “watchdog.” 
Sometimes watchdogs are all bark, and 
sometimes their “bark ts on the other 
shore.”

While the coffee plant does 
not require an exceptionally hot climate, it 
will not thrive where frost is a possibility.

The modest man refuses to talk 
ebout himself, saying: “You may say 
all you please about the booklet, but 
don’t talk about Consequently 
what little is said about him is picked 
up in a haphazard sort of a way. He 
fis unostentatious, gentle and thought- 
ful, friendly and approachable, as he 
has but one purpose in life—keeping 
himself and other people ‘aappy. 

Mr. Stimson was borh in Gray, Me. 
Jauuary 6, 1842; removed to Wash- 
ington C. H., Ohio, in 18646, where he 
engaged in the wholesale grocery 
business for twenty years, and then 
retired and came to Los Angeles, 
where he put His money into rea! es- 
ag and settled down to a quieter 

e. 

He at once began his efforts tv 
miake others happy. It may be that 
fails intercourse with people of no 
means except the proceeds of their 
toil, first suggested a printed word of 
cheer at Christmas time, though Mr. 
Stimson himself does not know. At 
‘any rate, one of the first ngs he 
@id after coming to Los Angeles was 
to build a great number of low-priced 
houses on land he had purchased be- 
tween Main street and the river, and 
sell taem to working people for from 
$1000 to $1200, payable $10 a month. | 
Some of them had struggles to meet 
their contracts, but Mr. Stimson told 
me yesterday that he had never taken 
back a single one. although there were 
hundreds of them.

“Some of them came to me and 
wanted to give up,” he said, “but I 
induced them to hold on, sometimes 
allowing taem to skip several pay- 
ments and then begin again. Now they 
are all happy. Many of them have 
properties worth $6000 or $7000. and 
only recently a widow was offered 
$6000 for her home.” ee 

It was under these circumstances 
that he began the publication of a 
Christmas leaflet, filled with Christian 
good cheer, for Mr. Stimson is an 
ortaodox Presbyterian. Nowadays, 
‘when you find a man doing some 
unique thing, he is supposed to be 
moved by some of the “higher” mo 
tives that come from his superior 
knowledge of things infinite as well as 
Qnite—but none of it for Chartes| 
Stimson. “My Helper Spirit,”” he says 
gmioved him to do so and 60. 

The leaflet was so eagerly accepted 
by his friends that gradually the de- 
mand increased until tne issue 
reached 50,000 copies. Then about 
ten years ago he began the publica- 
tion of a booklet, but continued the 
leafiet also. The 1911 edition of the 
booklet is 20,000 copies, of forty pages 
end 100.000 copies of the leafiet. Ev- 
ery word is the work of his own hands 
and brain, either original or compiled. 
The design of each page, with its il- 
lustrations, is likewise his own—nis 
determination being to make it strictly 
@ personal tribute. It fairly bubbles 
with happy enthusiasm and Christian 
joy—everything in it driving at the 
point that the only way to be truly 
happy is to be a Christian. He has 
probably sent out 1,000,000 greetings 
since he began.

FARMERS TAKE SFCOND. 


Census Report Shows That Rail- 
roads Employ More Men and 
Spend Twice as Much for Labor. 
“Mother, what do you think of 
said Si Hawkins as he _  gianced 
ip from ae close reading of 
the last census report. “Accord- 
ing to these figures we farmers have 
dropped to second place as employers 
of labor. 

“In 1910 there were 6,340,357 
farms in the United States, valued 
with their improvements, at $34,- 
681,507,000, and during the same 
year the farmers paid out in wages 
$645,612,000. That reads well but in 
this report from the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission, I see that in the 
same year the railroads of the 
United States paid for labor $1,143,- 
725,306, nearly doubl@ that the 
farmers paid for their labor in the 
same year. 

“I thought when railroad officials 
said that they were t#e greatest em- 
ployers of labor, and that injury to 
the railroads was therefore bound to 
affect business interests of the 
whole country, that they were 
talking for effect. But with 1.,- 
699,420 employees and a payroll 
nearly twice that of all the farmers 
in the country, it looks different.’’ 
“Land sakes,” exclaimed Mrs. 
Hawkins, bringing her mathematical! 
talents into play, “that makes these 


railroad fellows get an average of 


nearly $700 a year; no wonder they 


wear blue suits and brass buttons. 
Why, that is about three times as 
much as we pay our ‘hired man, 
John, and he works thirteen hours 
every day of the year, except on 
Fourth of July and circus day. Maybe 
if the railroads made their men 
work like the farmers do, the farm- 
ers would not have to take second 
place as the greatest employers of 
labor."’ 


“Yes, and I see by the papers,” 


said Si, as he bent closer to the 
census report, “that some of these 
railroad chaps running trains only 
work one-third of the time.”

pered in a dogen Washington draw- 
ing-rooms, and emphatically reiterat- 
ed in broad light of the fashionable 
clube, that thie famous property is 
again under the ban for occult rea- 
sons.

Invited by British Admiralty to 
Help fix the Blame for the Ram- 
ming of the Steamship Olympic by 
the English Cruiscr Hawke. 


WASHINGTON, Novy, 13.-—( Special 


to Brooklyn Eagle:] An vnusua!l 
honor was paid to an American naval! 
officer by the leading sea power of the 
world, when Constructor David Wat- 
son Taylor was invited by the British 
Admiralty to go to England and ap- 
pear as an expert witness in the case 
which will fix the blame and respon- 
sibility for the ramming of the Olym- 
pic, the largest of all ocean liners, by 
the English cruiser Hawke. Capt. 
Taylor sailed a week ago,‘after hav- 
ing obtained the necessary leave 
from the Navy Department. 

The request that he be allowed an 
opportunity td appear in this case 
was transmitted to this government 
through the State Department. It is 
not only a high compliment to Capt. 


‘Taylor himself, but it is a recogni- 


tion by Great Britain of the high 
skill and. learni of the men who 
design and build warships for this 
country. 

Capt. Taylor is a specialist in a 
peculiar feature of naval construc- 
tion, and is generally regarded as the 
one man in the world who can be 
classed as an expert on the subject. 
He is the man who experiments with 
ship models in the tank at the Wash- 
ington Navy Yard. For several years 
he has been devoting his time almost 
exclusively to this work.

Through his experiments in the last 
few weeks Prof. Twining believes he 
has the true explanation of inertia, 
has discovered the real composition of 
matter which he says is no more or 
leas than latent or tied up electricai 
energy—or, the new electricity, an 
energy so fierce in its cyclonic lines of 
force that it neutralizes .the active 
electricity except when the latter is 
lidierated. 

“THEORY OF OPPOSITES.” 

In his discovery he finds a new 
solution for the theory of opposites— 
applied as the “two-fluid” explanation 
Greek philosophers 
early devided that existence was con- 


‘trolled or composed .of opposites. For 


instance there was male and female, 
light and darkness, right and wrong, 
high and low, het and cold, etc. 
Scientists believe the same thing exists 
in electricity, and they call it the post- 
tive and negative streams of cnergy. 
They have been able to determine all 
the facts about the negative stream 
which is the active electricity that 
runs motors and all kinds of electrical 
devices. But though knowing of the 
existence of positive electricity they 
have discovered practically nothing 
about it except that its strength must 
be @gual to the other or all matter 
be disrupted. 

Prof. Twining, by his theory— 
evolved from a hypothesis and experi- 
ments thereon—has been able to study 
it and define its nature simply by set- 
ting It in motion fast enough to make 
it aet like a negative electric current. 
He has done this by firing a bullet at 
high velocity over a_ transformer 
(whieh is an instrument that can 
magnify the effects of a weak cur- 
rent) and has measured it with a gal- 
vanometer. 

The buljet in this instance carries 
the thactive electricity so fast that it 
compelis it to become active enough 
to be measured. The bullet is com- 
posed of the two kinds of clectricity: 
the positive and the negative in equa) 
amounts. When it is dashed through 
the air by the ferce of the powder 


explosion it looses a portion of its ne. 


gative (or active) electricity, leaving 
the positive clectricity free to act for 


' the moment whily it is stripped of its 


| mate the negative or active electricity. 
This actiyity therefore can be meas- 
ured while the bullet is in very rapid

SHOWS ITS FACE. 

Prof.- Twining has been able to 
recognize the presence of this elec- 
tricity because the recording of its 
action on the galvanometer is op- 
posite to that of its mate, the nega- 
tive electricity, which has never 
been done before so far as he knows. 
This opposite movem ont of the gal- 
vanometer has led him to believe 
that the positive electricity has lines 
of foree revolving in’ the opposite 
direction to the lines of force that 
exist in the case of negative or ac- 
tive electricity. The negative elec- 
tricity lines always revolve right- 
handed like the hands of a 
therefore the positive’ electricity’s 
lines of foree revolve left-handedly. 

These lines of forces are caused 
by the activity of small particles 
known as corpuscles which scientists 
cali electrons. Heretofore these 
electrons have been known to pos- 
seszm but one quality of activity— 
right-handed lines of force. Prof. 
Twining, through his experiments 


has determined that there are two 
kinds of these electrons, one of 
which is that which has’ been known 
to produce right-handed lines of 
force, while the other which he has 
discovered produces the left-handed 
line of force. Therefore he calls the 
one kind “dextrons” and the other 
‘“evulons.” the latter constituting 
the new discovery which, if true, will 
revolutionize theories of the consti- 
tution of maiter. 

Through this alleged discovery it 
is definitely possible, Prof. Twining 
gays, to say that, all metter is com- 
posed of electricity divided into these 
two winds. Heretofore scientists have 
agreed that all matter is composed 
partially of electricity and an inert 
“something” about which active elec- 


tricity grouped itself.

This “something” 
is now prepared to say is also elec- 
tricity heretofore unknown and 
therefore undissected. In his bullet 


experiment Prof. Twining has been 
able only to uncover it sufficiently 
to cause a reaction. that can be meas- 
ured and studied.

| managerial visitor this year has been 
Percy Burton, the English impre- 
sario, who is directing the present 
transcontinental tour of Forbes- 
Robertson.

yMy first meeting with Mr. Forbes- 

Robertson took place at his house 
in Redford Square, London, Eng., 
where he was lying if] in bed, but 
then convalescent. I had gone to of- 
fer, for his consideration, Whlilson 
Barritt’s last play, Lucky Durham,” 
which that popular actor had been 
about to produce in London when 
he died from the effects of a surgi- 
‘cal operation. I had been with Wil- 
'son Barrett at the time and for the 
two past years, shortiy after being 
engaged by Sir Henry Irving all the 
vear round, until his own end came, 
having the mournful honor of help- 
ing to carry that great genius up to 
his bed on a blanket, feeling as 
though I was bearing some mighty 
warrior ov our shields, and subee- 
quently undressing him and tying 
that tired and magnificent mouth, 
jaw had dropped out of sheer fatigue 
and age, softiy and reverently with 
his handkerchief 

“After another temporary engage- 
ment with Sir Charles Wyndham, 
whom I was always joining and ab- ‘ 
ruptly leaving at the end of the sea- 
son, mainiy through internal troubles 
with his pretty but difficult partner, 
I enjoyed my first experience with 
Forbes-Robertson and Gertrude El- 
liott, but not finding sufficient scope 
fur my superfluous energies, withdrew 
my services to join a less great and 
less appreciative actor-manager. 

“The recent sad death of Kysrle 
Bellew at Salt Lake City and Forbes- 
Robertson's appropriate tribute to 
his brother actor, reminds me that 
my last long chat with the former 
took place in a Turkish bath in Lon- 
don, Eng., when we were both in 
nudibus (as Sir Herbert -Tree af- 
firms a lady once said to him.) It ts 
difficult to believe she could have 
been go tactless, but, as Tree has said 
to me on more than one occasion, ‘I 
hate people with tact. always going 
about pretending to be something 
else than what 

“Reverting to t with Bel- 
ewl: I Pilarty how 
warmly he spoke of Forbes-Robert- 
son's triumph in America, und it 
must be even more eratifying than 
the success iteelf for the latter to. 
feel that no one has grudged him the 
rightful fruits and desserts of his 
genius, which England has taken so 
long to recognize as amply as Amerit- 
ca has doiie. 

“Bellew himself was a brilliant 
butterfly, too much of a will o’ the 
wisp, alas, to concentrate his artis- 
tic talenis to his own advantage, 
though his acting abilities were. al- 
lied to acumen of a high and criti- 
cal order is apparent from a letter 
he wrote in reply to a play by an ac- 
quaintance IT had asked him to read, 
and in which candid estimate he ap- 
pears to reveal a slight autoblograph- 
ical touch, which is probably more 
interesting than the play, or even 
the letter itself. Ii was written dur- 
ing last season in Chicago, when he 
was playing against Forbes-Robert- 
son, Bellew’s business, I am afraid, | 
showing that his personal populart- 
ty was on the wane. 

“Dear Mr. Burton: TI have read 
the play with a great deal of pleas- 
vre. It has some strong points. The 
first act is good, but the subsequent 
ones fall off. and for the reason that 
the interest in the woman drops. She 
would go and do the same thing all 
ever again. But there is a good deal 
of real strength In the play, and a 
Mot of very bad English, or shall I 
say grammar?

The Witchery of Rose Beads.

At any rate it is said 
that the nuns in the early history of 
the Roman Catholic Church originated 
tho art; that they gathered the finest 
and sweetest of ruse petals, and 
morning after morning—with untiring 
skill—ground them in stone mortars 
with pesties, making the pulp, curing 
and moulding it into beads, marking 
and polishing them and stringing 
them at last into rosarites—each bead 
@ fragrant prayer.

However, this may be, certain it ts 
that this rose bead rosary that lay 
upon the heart of a nun, shut from 
the world of love and home and lIittle 
children, must have been something 
of compensation for all her depriva- 
tions—a fit chain, tn her mind, upon 
which to hang the Christ. 

PLEASANT WORK. 

Tho work of making the beads ts 
pleasurable and fascinating from the 
‘moment when yuu pick the petals of 
an early morning, with the dew upon 
them, with the birds darting and sing- 
ing about you and tho first rays of 
the sun purpling the mountains and 
throwing long mystic shadows across 
your beloved valley, to the triumphal! 
moment when the last polish is given 
them, and they lie in your palm, beau- 
tiful, smooth, hard and fragrant. 

The following formula was given 
by a woman of vast experience in the 
making of the beads. About three 
weeks are required from start to fin- 
;ish, although but a few minutes of 
each day. 

In gathering the petais care must 
bo taken not to get the sepals or the 
pistile—they do not crind wel!, being 
coarse anid thick. he old-fashioned, 
sweet-ecented, delicate-petaled roses

grinder, using the finest nut cutters. 
This process must be repeated once a 
day for ten or twelve days, or until 


will be the consistency of putty and 
easily worked. Any juice oozing out 
of the grinder must be carcfully saved 
and poured over the mesh. 

Each day during the grinding 
process the mesh must be put in 
rusty pot or pan and pressed or patted 
down solidly, so that it will come in 
contact with the rust, and it must be 
turned at least twice a day, so that 
all portions will come into equal con- 
tact with the rust. To chop, press

Cover the mesh tightly and it will 
keep for a considerable time, the long- 
er it stands without spoiling the bet- 
ter it seems to work into beads. 

A medium-sized dish pan of petals 
will make a pint of mesh or about 
200 medium-sized beads. These seli— 
if pin money is your goal—at about 
$6 for a string of, seventy of the 
smalier beads, which size are much 
the most beautiful and graceful. 

Take a little of the mesh-—two- 
thirds more than the size of the bead 
(this allows for shrinkage) and press 
and condense it. Lay it in the palm 
of the left hand and roll it with two 
or three fingers of the right hand. 
Toward the last of the rolling more 
accuracy can be gained by using but 
one finger. When perfectly round, 
lay the beads on a plate, so that they 
will mot touch. 

In case the mesh becomes dry, add 
a spoonful of water at a time. If the 
beads break apart in the moulding 
and will not form, more water ts re- 
quired. They should be moulded un- 
til there are no cracks or cre‘§ ‘es and 
the head is smooth and symmetrical.

EYOND question, American business is improving all over the 
country and now that we are relieved of the blighting fear of a 
Socialist administration in Los Angeles, we shall soon be en- 

joying the fruits of business revival in this city. 

From the East comes word of heavy buying and a turn for the 
better in the iron and steel industry—that industry which is very 
largely the basis of American business prosperity. The Iron Age 
says: “A buying movement in pig-iron far more vigorous and ex- 
tensive than has been seen in recent ‘years is in full swing in all sec- 
tions of the country.

Agitation Is a Menace to the 
National 


Leaders Are Warned Against 
Attacks on Industry. 


Views Obtained ,from Nine- 
teen Thousand Men. 


NEW YORK, Nov. 26.—-[Special to 
Chicago Tribune.}] Ninety per cent. 


of the business men of the country 
belleve there is too much political 
agitation for the good of commerce, 
according to a report issued by the 
National Association of Manufactur- 
ers. The report ts based on replies 
to inquiries sent over the country 
‘by the association. 

The report was prepared by Henry 
Harrison Lewis. In order to get the 
widest possible expression of opinion, 
Mr. Lewis sent letters to 20,000 bus- 
iness men, and 19,000 replies were 
received. 

“It is of interest to note,” the re- 
port says, “that fully 90 per cent. of 
the opinions expressed demand a 
cessation of politicai agitation. The 
belief that our industrial Uls are 
the result of political agitation is 
widespread, and there is no question 
that our business men are determined 
to remove the disturbing element.” 

REMEDIES SUGGESTED. 

The questions related to business 
done since December, 1910, the pres- 
ent condition of the particular indus- 
try. and the prospects of 1912, with 
a request for suggestions as to the 
remedies suggested were classified as 
follows:

William Clift—better known forty

In November, 1869, I left Los An- 
geles for San Francisco, alongside of 
Clift, and before we had proceeded 
four mites from the Bella ion Ho- 
tel we were stopped by four high- 
waymen, who robbed the passengers 
(nine in all) and the mails, and exp 
press boxes. I was special agent of 


the Postoffice Department at the 
time, and so, after Ciift had taken | 
up all t passefigers and been or- 


dered to ve on, I accompanied him 
about five or six miles, and then bade 
him good night and returned to Los 
Angeles afoot by the southern foad, 
which ran out of Sixth street over thé 
hills just north of Figueroa, skirted 
the Brea ranch, where Colegrove now 
fs, and then led straight up to and 
over the pass in the Cahuenga spur. 

I reached Los Angeles a short time 
after midnight and hunted up Sheriff 
J. Frank Burne, and related the cir- 
cumé@tances of the evening before, and 
he exclaimed: “I could have guessed 
as much. The four men are now at 
the Bella Union playing faro.” But, 
as they were.all masked, and as one 
of them held a cocked revolver with- 
in a foot of my face, for at least ten 
minutes, and as I was unable to look 
around, I could not then identify 
them. And it was the Sheriff's opin- | 
fon that it would not be best to at- 
tempt an arrest at that time, but to 
keep them under espionage. 

The next day the four men left 
town, after having deposited more 
than $1200 of their stolen money in 
faro and roulette.

1 doubt if any man, living or dead, 
his driven an eight-horse team hitched 
to a Concord coach containing twenty 
people twenty-two miles in one hour 
and thirty-two minutes except John 
Reynolds. He generally drove six 
horses between the two places daily 
at a six-mile gait except on “steamer 
days,” when he put his team through 
on a gallop in less than th hours, 
stopping once, about half way, for 
fresh animals. John was just a little 
under medium stature, and had a 
face more like that of an over-grown 
boy than of a man. He was neither 
polished nor slovenly in dress or man- 
ner, but he generally wore only plain 
fuits, although on occasions he ap- 
peared conspicuously tidy. He was 
quiet and undemonstrative except 
when driving. His only pride for 
many years was to tear up Main street 
“ahead of thé opposition,” when on 
steamer days the whole town turned 
out to see him coming up Main to 
the Bella Union at a tremendous 
dpeed, his horses covered with foam 
and dirt and his passengers so entire- 
ly enveloped in dust as to be unrecog- 
nizable. 

Reynolds once made the drive from 
Wilmington to the Bella Unton in one 
hour and nineteen minutes—about 
twenty miles. There were nine people 
inside, including Mrs. Harvey, (now

CANANEA (Sonora) Dec. 8.—The 


Chiapag mine below Arizpe has dis- 
charged all its miners and is operat- 
ing only ite pumps. The property, 
which is widely known as one of the 
richest in Sonora, has been having 
much trouble with its miners, who 
have quit work because the manage- 
ment insisted upon searching them ag 
ithey came off shift.

Although it ts abolishing the two 
and five-dollar stamps, the Postoffice 


brand new one. This is a registry 
stamp, an idea of Postmaster-Gener- 
al Hitchcock. It ig the first time in 
the history of the postal service that 
such a stamp has been issued. The 
design of this stamp, which is to cov- 
er the fee of registered mall, te strik- 
ing and unusual and will serve in- 
stantly to identify the character of 
a letter or parcel to which it is at- 
tached. It will be of ordinary post- 
age stamp size, the frame being rect- 
angular, with an inner circle, which 
will inclose an eagle with outspread 
wings, perched upon a rock. Above 
the circle will be the words. “U. 8 
Registry” and below the circle will 
be the words “10 cents 10." The 
present method of marking registered 
mail will be continued. 

There will be no change in the 
present special delivery stamp, which 
is already so distinctive in shape and 
| design as to make its identity quite 
plain. “4 
| The government is also preparing 
| to issuee a new postal card, which 
will be on sale December 1. It is 
known as the foretgn postal card and 
will sell for 2 cents. It is intended es- 
pecially for foreign correspondence 
and will be good for use to all coun- 
tries now included in the Universal 
Postal Union. A portrait of Gen. 
Grant will adorn the stamp on this 
card, the one-cent domestic card 
bearing that of McKinley. It wil! 
represent Grant at the age of 47, one 
lyear after he was elected President. 

The portrait will appear inclosed 
in a frame, the inner lines of which 
form an ellipse, while the outer lines 
form a rectangle with corners that 
curve inward. Above the portrait’ 
and following the curve of the ellipse 


and below the portrait the name 
“Grant.” The denomination of the 
card ts expressed both fn words and 
numerals in the lower corners. The 
stamp also bears the words “Univer- 
sal Postal Union, United States of 
America,” tn English and French.

‘Holding His Own. 


SLIPS AND SKIDS 
OF MOTOR CARS. 


Stearns and His Stoddard in 
Umque Stunt, 


Skidding Car Is Held in Per- 
fect Control by Brakes. 


Novel Demonstration on the 
Slippery Turn. 


Skidding is one of th) grave dan- 
gers with which each automobile 
driver must contend. T’.e man who 
can handle a motor car on the slip- 
pery streets, during the first shower 


- of rain, can drive almost anywhere. 


This is one of the severest tests to 
which a motorist is put on his trial 
at the wheel. To prove your stamina 
you must know how to keep your 
head when the car is slipping away 
from you and toward another car, or 
an omnibus. 

Then when an accident is almost 
unavoidable, the man with the cast 
iron nerve, grips his wheel, grits his 
jteeth, hangs on like a bulidog and 
' pulls himeelf out of the danger, and 
not only saves his car, but perhaps 


' paves the lives of the occupants of 


the machine. 


When the question of skidding was/| 


put up to EB. Roger Stearns, of the 
Standard Motor Car Company, the 
Stoddard-Dayton agent at once agreed 
to give a demonstration and to show 
the dangers to which an automobile 
driver and his passenggs may be ex- 
posed almost any time. Stearns took 
the big Stoddard “Fifty’’ and drove 
it to Bairdstown. 
DANGER NEAR. 

With the rain on the paved road 

leading over the viaduct this side of 

‘ Bairdstown, one of the most danger- 
ous spots on the Pasadena highway 
was found. Here a skid might mean 
that the car and its crowd of jolly 
joyriders might be dumped to the 
track below. This would almost cer- 
tainly spell death for some of the oc- 
cupants of the machine. 

‘Stearns took the Stoddard to the 
hill and sent it up the climb at fifty 

» miles an hour. Then he slowed down 
at the turn and made the circuit. He 
allowed the car to skid and caught 
the handsome big tourer just as it 
reached the barricade, an before 
there was any immediate danger of 
dropping to the tracks below. 

He has been driving for some time. 
Stearns does not easily lose his head, 
but he saw at once the danger to 
which an inexperienced driver would 
be placed if he came at the hill with 
a rush.” It might mean, Stearns ad- 
mitted. that the car would crash to 
the rails below. When Stearns turned 
his trick, a car was passing under the 
bridge. If he had gone over, he 


. would have dropped directly in front 


of the interurban trolley. 
KEEP COOL. 
“You must keep your head clear,” 
eaid Stearns. “when ft comes to a 


- skidding stunt. The man who fears, 


the man who fails to think quickly 
and the man who gets rattled, usually 
figure in an accident. The danger of 
- skidding is great, but if you use your 
brakes just right, the i will not get 
' beyond your control. Now there are 
times when you must not step down 
on the brakes too hard. On the 
pavement for instance, it is just as 
well to let the brakes alone. , 
“There have been times when I 
allowed the car to slip and slide. This 
is particularly true if the car is «a 
light affair. Now, when it comes to 
a car like the Stoddard, with the 
brakes perfect, the control ideal and 
the car perfectly balanced, there is no 
excuse for a driver losing control 
of hie machine. He can handle his 
wheel just right, keep hér on her 
wheels, and bring her to a standstill. 
“Not that I mean to set mysel{ up 
as an authority in this matter, but I 
have driven a car many times on 
the downtown streets, when one error, 
no mater how slight, would mean a 
collision. It is just as well to drive 
slowly, but no matter how fast you 
drive it is up to you to keep the car 
in control. You can judge just how 
much room you wil need in which to 
stop by one test of the brakes. The 


Stoddard will stop in its own length, | 


but before going on a long tour, have 
your brakes overhauled, and always 
be sure that your footbrake is in per- 
fect condition. Then you never need 
figure in an accident. Always remem- 
ber you have your emergency lever 
handy.” 


SACKSON CARS CHEAP TO KEEP. 

Thompson Tells Some Interesting 
-- Facta About the Cars and Their 

Upkeep for a Ycar. 

Charies H. Thompson, the South- 
ern California agent for the popular 
Jackson cars, rather got the best of 
a prospective customer the other day 
when that party insisted that auto- 
mobiles were an expensive luxury, 
and only the rich could afford to 
keep a machine. Thompson sure did 
not do much talking himself, but 
showed a few letters from owners 
of Jackson cars with figures showing 
the cost of upkeep on their cars 
for from one to six months. 

“For example, I have a letter from 
Dr. Edwin W. Earing, a well known 
physician in this city,” said Mr. 
Thompson, “who has had his Jackson 
for over six months. Dr. Haring has 
covered a little over 4000 miles in 
that time and his total upkeep cost, 
inclusive of everything has been 
but $60.60, which means $10.00 per 
month, or one ‘and one-half cents 
per mile. Is this expensive? 

“And this was not an isolated case, 
as the Cudahy Packing Company 
have in their service nine Jackson 
cars, the oldest of which has been 
running steadily for six months, and 
has covered 7128 miles. The cost 
of operation on this car has been 
$183.03, which is everything including 
oll, gasoline, garage labor, washing 
and polishing. As the aversge owner 
takes care of his own car, this garage 
labor, which amounted to $91.40, 
should not be includeed in this state- 
ment, and taking this out leaves 
$111.63, or $11.27 per month.” 

“Everyone of these machines are 
averaging from seventeen to twenty 
miles to the gallon of gasoline and 
from 150 to 225 miles per quart of 
cylinder oil.”

trol these muscles must be trained 
and educated by continual effort. 
Habitual position has a very great 
deal to do with the shape and size of 
the chest. If a flat chested, round- 
shouldered man would simply 
straighten up the best he can and 
always hold himeelf as straight as he 
can, whether walking. standing, work- 
ing, exercising, or sitting, no other 
prescription would be needed. 

The chief feature about a correct 
Pesition is the way you hold your 
meck and head. Try to get the back 
of your neck further back, make the 


throw back the shoulders and stick 
out the chest. Do not draw in the 
stomach especially. 
to the correct position of head, 
neck and chest, and let the stomach 
take care of itself. 
From the moment that you read 
these lines put your body in as near- 
ly a correct position as you can and 
don't relax that position again, if you 
can help it, except to do the exercises 
described. At home, at work, on the 
street, everywhere, brace up like a 
soldier, keep your chest stuck out— 
be “chesty.” Don't be afraid it will 
look odd. Strangers won't know the 
difference and your friends will con- 
gratulate you on your improvement. 
HERE'S AN EXERCISD. 
While habit and conscious effort are 
the main factors in maintaining an 
erect position, exercise will help in 
the straightening up process. 
The first new exercise I shall give 
you to add to your morning routine 
for the present week will help great- 
ly toward this end. 
It is an exercise for all the muscles 
of the back, and consists simply of 
lifting any convenient object of suffi- 
cient weight from the floor to the 
chest a number of times, as fllus- 
trated in the accompanying photos 
No. 1 and No. 3.

UCH was the quotation cited by 
William J. Geyeor., mayor of the 
city of New York, to his commis- 
sioner of weights and measures, 
in appointing me to that office. It is not 
often in governmental life that an ex- 
act proverb can be quoted for the 
guidance of an officer in the specific 
duties to which he is assigned, and 
such guidance is without question @ 


“jead to a man who desites te fuldll the 


duties which he swears to perform. 
The mayor's bureau of weights and 
measures of the city of New York was 
reorganized under the guidance of 
Mayor William J. Gaynor, who, before 
entering the duties of his office, had 
situation as it related to 


weights and measures; and 
upon taking up the 
work under his direction. found a 
field which was not only deplorable, 
but actually criminal. In line with this 
work, an investigation of the scales, 
weights and mieagures -used in the city 
of New York wag actively carried on, 
exposing q large number of deceptions 
that were hidden from the eyes of the 
- pure public. These facts were 
shown oadcast through the city o1 
New York, and the civil and penal code 
violations relative to guch were etrictly 
enforced. The judges sitting in poth the 
and crimjpg) courts of the city 
bave given their support te this bureau, 
not only by the enforcement of these 
laws, but by the declarations made by 
them in the trial, of different cases, 
giving to the bureau the great moeral 
support which has had its result in im- 
pressing the merchants of the city 
against these outrageous violations. 
The bureau has never lost sight of the 


fact that thene are a large number of 
honest and conscientious merchants, 
whose so dewire is to make an 
income for themselves which shall ee 


regardi 


in aceordance with the amount of labor ° 


required, and are willing to take ®@ 
fair and reasonable profit for their~ 
labors; and the enforcement of the laws 
relative to weights and measures is for 
the protection of the honest merchant 
as well as the purchasing public. 

The bu in its Investigations, has 
coafiseat thousands of defective 
scales, weights and measures. These 
confiscations were made only after the 
inspector wag assured that the ingtru- 
ment seized was entirely unfit for the 
use to which it was being put. In con- 
junction with these confiscations, civil 
and penal penalties were enferced. 
These penalties ran to such a high 
amount that the merchants of the city, 
whether negligently or delibera 
short weighting, have come to a realiza- 
tion that HM is impossible for them to 
make in stealing ounces that which the 
city will take from them for non-com- 
pliance with the law. As a result of 
this, the examination made by officials 
of the condition of the olty of New 
York shows a reduction in defective 
packages from 74 per cent im the year 
1910 to & per cemt in the year 1911. 

As commissioner of weights and meas- 
ures of the city eof New York, I ap- 


‘peared early this year before congress. 


and also before the state legisiature in 
the state of New York, requesting that 
the weights and measures department 
take up what is now being cerried on 


in the city of New York, known as the 
serialiging of seales, weights and meas- 
ures. Investigation made by the bureau 
showed that there were merchants who 
had in their possession. unknowingly. 
defective scales, weights and measures; 
and if it was net intentional, the de- 
was interposed that they not 
know it, because they got it that way 
from the manufacturer.” 

In order to avoid this difficulty, the 
bureau now proposes to serialize every 
scale, weight and measure; in other 
words, the manufacturers of these im- 
plements shall submit to the bureau a 
sample of that which they manufacture 
and sell, and if the instrument, in the 
opinion of the bureau, is fit for use, 


it shal) be given a seria] number. This 
eerial number is given to the ingpector, 
go that in hig daily work it is hig duty 
to see that such serial number is at- 
tached or displayed on such scaig, 
weight or measure, and if there is « 
defect found resuMing from the original 
menufacture, then the penalty is en- 
forced against the manufacturer of this 
instrument. If the instrument was good 


in tts inception, and manipulation has 
taken place since purchase, then the 
pemalty is enforced against the user. 
The emforcement of the aforesaid or- 
dinances br ught up new situations and 
‘conditions. are many of our 
great commodities, particularly in fruits 
and vegetables. that were sold in s0- 
called “packages." These packages 
were of eyery mature and description, 
and in many instances were sold as 
standards. [!nder the serialization sys- 
tem, this would wipe out all of the so- 
called ‘packages,’ except those which 
complied abwolutely to standard. It wae 
found impracticable in some instances 
to enforce the use of standards in some 
of these commedities; but to meet with 
this contingency. the bureau hae laid 
down a rule that if it is impracticable 
to use @ standard in your particular 
commodity, then it is necessary that the 
net weight of the contents be marked 
eon the outside of the container. This 


_ has been forcibly illustrated in the po- 


tato and bean situation in the city of 
New York. 

Manufacturers in other lines con- 
tended that they had the right to sell 
eroes weight. Let us see what ‘gross 
weight" means. To the man who is 
a fair and honest merchant, “gross” 
means a fir charge for his wrappings; 
to the man who is dishonest, the wrap- 
pings are piled on and the commodity 
iteelf is lcesemed, but the rate of the 
commodity per pound is charged for 
wrappings and commodity. This was 
illustrated in the twine business in the 
city of New York, and the bureau has 
compelled the adoption of the net- 
weight eyetem. 

Again, the use of standards was 
brought into play im the use of the 
bushel basket fn the city of New York. 
Barly in this year, under my direction 
an examination Was made of the large 
markets within the city where the farm- 


era from adjoining sections disposed of 
their goods to retail deglers. It was 
found that the use ef a standap@ bush- 
el basket was virtually un org 
dickered with the mer, ee 
him and coaged him, ef which 
seemed to be of no ayall. Finally «a 
of twenty-eight inapectors was 
taken to these and 
some 3000 bushel baskets were t 

im the presence of the farmers, all 
these baskets being found from two to 
seven querts short Iinatructions were 
given to pile them in the middie of the 
market district and te get fire to them. 
We then informed a committee of farm- 
ers that we not only would penalise 
them for the use of other than standard 
bushel! baskets, but that, now that the 
fact that the baskets they were using 
were short was brought home to them, 
the penal section of our law—‘know- 
ingly delivering legs than the quan- 
tity he inyeked, 
and that I had full relbemce that the 
courts woukd substantiate me in my 
contention. which they yepy shortly 
thereafter did. 

Grant with me, if you whl, thas seme 
of these things have done in the 
elty of New York. Now the necesaity 
for maintaining and supporting such 
conditions arises. it is absolutely im- 
possible to have inspectors enough to 
station in every store, amounting to 
some @,00 within the city ef New 
York, to see that henest weights and 
measures are maintained. The fraudu- 


lent scale and the fraudulent meagure 


have been pretty well wiped ‘out in the 
city; but there is this person to deal 
with—he who deliberately gives shart . 
weight or short measure by. use of «& 
instrument, because of laxity on 
the part of the consumer. In line with 
this, | would like to remark a few pre- 
cautions that it te absolutely necessary 
that the public take in order te support 
this great work and add to thelr own 
protection. 

It ig necessary that the housewife be 
provided with scales and measures in 
order that @ehe can teat the cemmodity 
which she purchases. This is necessary 
in order to be absolutely fair with your 
merchant. The seale or measure bought 
should be of as goad a type as ane can 
afford. The reasen for this is obvious to 


- yeu; since you are judging the honesty 


of the merchant by reweighing hie com- 
mod@ity on your scale, you should be ab- 
selutely sure that this scale ig right 
lest you should misjudge an innecent 
and honest man. 

In order to give the people that as- 
surance that the scales, weights and 
measures which they have in use in 
their homes are correct, this bureau has

The apple cobbler sugges for des- 
sert on Monday night is prepared. 
Pare and core enough good cooking 
apples to two-thirds a baking 
or casserole; cook these until] early 
tender with enough water and sugar to 
make a good syrup; add a clove or 
a small piece of stick cinnamon if de- 
sired: then when nearly cooked, pour 
off part of the syrup inte @ pitcher and 
add a piece of butter as large a an 
English walnut to the apples. Prepare 
the crust by sifting together @ cup of 
flour with a rounding teaspoonfu! of bak- 
ing powder and a third of a teaspoonful 
of ealt; add two tablespeenfuls of sugar 
and mix to @ batter with ane egg and 
enough milk to make to the consistency 
of thick cream. Pour this over the 
ipples in the dish and bake for thirty- 
five minutes. Serve hot, using the syrup 
which was poured off as a sauce. 
Tuesday's shepherd's pie is to be made 


from the fragments of the roast, minced, . 


Seasoned and put into a baking dish, 
then moistened with gravy if this is 
available; otherwise a little stock cas 
be taken from that made from the bones, 
and trimmings of the meat and which 
ig to be used as a foundation for the 
corn soup. Well mashed potatoes

It will be well to braise the lamb on 
Monday, steady for Tuesday's dinner, or 
at least to cook it early on Tuesday, 
eo that it may coo! and have the ex- 
cess fat removed from the gravy be- 
fore serving.

when the meat ie partly cooked, If the 
family ironing is being done on thig day.

No doubt she is right, for the posst 
ites @f these small squares of linen, 
broidery and lace are many and varied. 
Let me tell you of a few of the ways 
to utilige pretty handkerchiefs in the 
making of gifts or of articles of whieh 
you may be in need. : 
Bight plain hemstitched handkerchiefs 
are used in making an attractive bureau 
scart, Narrow lace insertion is whipped 
on @il the way around four of the Unen 
squares and these are joimed !n a row. 
end to end, at the corners. Three hand- 
kerchiefs are cut in half te form six tri- 
angles aiid the edges are whippéd to the 
four whole handkerchiets, fitting in 
that a straight edge will be had on each 
gide. The last handkerchief is cut inte 
four pieces, each forming a triangle, 
and these are fitted to each end, with 
the hem side whipped to the Insertipa 
that the ends of the scarf are squared 


The outer edge of the scarf is then 
hemmed or rolled, while a row of inser- 
tien is whipped on. To finish thé scarf, 
a row of lace edging is slightly fulled 
om all the wey areund the Insértion 
edge; and, i¢ you desire, you can 
bréider an taltial Or monogram ih one of 
the corner tridngles, or in the center of 
each handkerchief can be worked 4 
spray of Blossoms in white or delicately 
colored floss. When completed, this 
makes a wonderfully pretty scarf which 
you will find very ¢asy to put together.

TO BE PREPARED. 


NEW PLANS FOR THE PROTECTION OF 
THE NATION. 


From Our Own Correspondent. 


ASHINGTON (D.C.)—What arrangements is 
W vneie Sam, patriarch, making for his American 

children? It is all right to talk about peace, 
but war with a foreign nation is likely. to come at any 
moment. Uncle Sam has no chip on his shoulder, but 
he will have to fight if occasion demands. Just before 
our fleet made its pyrotechnic tour of the Asiatic wa- 
ters Elihu Root, then in President Roosevelt's 
Cabinet, made some remarkable statements regarding 
a possible war with Japan. This was to a party of 
newspaper men. He did not mention the Japanese 
in sO many words, but every one knew to whom he 
referred. Said he in substance: 

“Many of the foreign nations are sensitive. Some 
of them look upon the voice of the press as the voice 
of the nation, and I beg you newspaper writers to be 
careful about what you say as to foreigners. Your 
words may be taken as an insult, and you must re- 
member that a nation is like a man. If its feelings 
are insulted. and outraged it must fight.” 

The way he said this, at that time, when the treas- 
ury box of the Mikado was empty, made me think of 
the condition of a poor man in the streets, down at 
the heels, with a family half starving. All of the 
man’s interests might demand that he keep out -of 
trouble, but if some one came up and hit him in the 
face without provocation, or called him a liar, he 
would have to fight: he could not do otherwise. 

Take the case of the blowing up of the Maine. How. 
ever we may feel in the light of recent investigations, 
at the time of the explosion we took it as an insult 
and an outrage, and the result was our war with Spain. 

Only a few years before that, President Cleveland 
sent a message to England as to the Venezuela com- 
plications that brought war clouds into the interna- 
tional sky. It was only through the forbearance of 
John Bull that the heavens became cerulean. Another 
President may send a similar message to a nation 
which will not be so forbearing. We may some time 
attempt to dictate to Germany, and the warm-blooded 
Kaiser, with the greed of a South American Deutsch- 
land in his eye, may defy us, and with his powerful 
army and navy smash the Monroe doctrine to pleces. 


Uncle Sam’s Army. 
All this is prelimimary to my investigations this

The Vaiue of the Army. 


The Secretary of War has a great respect for the 
army and says that it is worthy the réspect of all the 
people. Said he: 

“The army has done a great deal for the country, 
in addition to that for which it has credit. Take, for 
instance, its work in improved sanitation. You know 
of the object lesson at Panama where our troops prac- 
tically wiped malaria from the Canal Zone and gave 
us an object lesson which has made healthy many 
parts of the United States until now considered not 
so. It was the army which discovered how to wipe 
out the yellow fever. That was in Cuba, and it was 
through the information gained there that that terrible 
plague has been removed from our Gulf and South At- 
lantic coast cities. Men interested in the commerce 
of the south tell me that yellow fever has in the past 
cost on the average something like $50,000,000 per an- 
num. Now, it costs only about $80,000,000 to maintain 
the army, so you see that in this yellow fever discovery 
alone the army has earned five-eizhths of its cost. 

“Moreover,” continued the Secretary, “the army is 
one of our great educational forces. Nearly every sol- 
dies has been to the Philippines or the West Indies 
and every officer has had the benefit of foreign travel. 
Our war with Spain has broadened us in our knowledge 
of geography. It has made us a world power, and we 
feel that we are a part of the whole ‘vorld and a factor 
that must be considered as to all that goes on with it. 

“The army is also a training school in patriotism. It 
makes men and patriots. It offers opportunities to the 
ambitious. The West Point graduate is at the begin- 
ning of his career when he leaves school. He has 2 
short term in the service, and if he makes good there 
he can continue his education in the schools at Ft. 
Riley and Ft. Leavenworth, and from there can ad- 
vance to the War College at Washington and be a 
part of the staff or brains of the army. The private 
has plenty of chance for advancement. He can rise to 


be an officer and can make a place for himself.”

BILLY'S BAD BREAK. 


A STORY THAT WAS WRITTEN IN ADVANCE OF 
THE INCIDENTS IT CHRONICLED.

Even now this true story would not be told but for 
the fact that Billy recently received an assignment 
which will keep him near the Great White Throne, and 
he won't come back here any more. : 

It happened, or rather it began to happen, near mid- 
night of December 31, 1880, just about the time that all 
other religious folks were at church, observing “watch 
night,” and prayerfully making wonderful good resolu- 
tions for the New Year which was about to begin. 

Billy strolled into the reception hall of a popular ho- 
tel shortly after 11 o'clock, and there he was joined by 
several progressive pencil pushers; for they really did 
truly write, in those good old days bfore typewriters and 
typists became the vogue. 

Singular as it may seem to some good folks in these 
modern days all of the writers and printers of those 
good old days were not prohibitionists; not even over- 
temperate. Thus it happened that congenial spirits con- 
gregated where bottled spirits pervaded the place. 

Five Washington correspondents, and a newspaper 
man, had been assigned to report the New Year's Day 
reception at the White House; the great event which 
annually starts in motion the social] functions in the na- 
tional capital city. The correspondents had employed 
lady society reporters to do the work for them. Billy, 
however, with a programme before him, and a vivid 
memory of past receptions beneath his dome of thought, 
wrote the story on the afternoon preceding the event. 

Billy carefully wrote his story in fifteen-minute bul- 
letins. He intended to send them by messenger boys, 
so that his managing editor would receive the story; 
just as though Billy were actually at the White House 
doing the work. 

About 11:30 o'clock three Jims, two Johns, Billy and 
another fellow began a semi-religious “watch meeting” 
in a room of the aforesaid popular hotel. Their devo- 
tions did not cease at midnight. On the contrary they 
were still sitting around a little table when the sun 
struggled out of his eastern watery bed, and began 
blinking at them through the windows. 

On the table were numerous batches of bills, which 
were really truly money. Theré-were also on the table 
little round bits of ivory of.several colors. The three 
Jims, the two Johns, Billy and the other fellow, were 
handling and juggling small bits of pasteboard, which 
numbered exactly fiftytwo. 

During the prolonged devotions there seemed to be 
no singing and no praying. There were occasional pop- 
pings which sounded like the workings of popguns. 
Moreover, the room was thorouhly fumigated continu- 
ously by the fumes of burning tobacco; and the services 
were continued throughout the New Year's Day. 

When 11 o’clock (a.m.) was sounded by the big 
grandfather’s clock Billy handed his first bulletin to 
a messenger boy; and went on with the devotions. Dur- 
ing the next two hours, every fifteen minutes Billy sent 


out his bulletins, giving vivid descriptions of the great 
White House reception in wonderful precision of deal,

About 4 o'clock on the afternoon of New Year's Day 
the Washington correspondents and the newspaper man 
separated, each to go to his home or boarding-house.

He was 
wondering whether he had been given a first column, 
first page, or a double column with scare heads; and 
he was ready to receive the homage due to him from 
managing editor, city editor, and envious cub report- 
ers. 

As Billy passed Twelfth street, he looked across the 
avenue and saw an immense bulletin in front of the 
office. As he neared the bulletin board he saw, in let. 
ters three feet long, the words: 

“TRAGEDY AT WHITE HOUSE. 
RECEPTION HALTED. 

HAWAIIAN MINISTER ALLEN DEAD. 
DEAN OF DIPLOMATIC CORPS, WHILE TAKING 
HAND OF PRESIDENT ARTHUR, DROPS 
DEAD OF HEART FAILURE.” 


serted. He went to the desk of the managing editor 
and did the most sane thing possible for him to do. He 
wrote a brief but convincing resignation of his job. 


Commercial Cantalouping. 


ORE than 4000 acres of cantaloupes reached full de- 

velopment this season in the Imperial Valley. 
Those who use cantaloupes are more interested in crojrs 
than cultivation, yet this crop is so generally grown 
throughout the State and the Southwest that hundreds 
of farmers will be pleased to read an account of how 
melons are grown in the Colorado delta. 

What is called the bedding system is adopted almost 
universally by the growers of that region. The method 
of preparing the soil is as follows: Back-furrowing 
with a plow for three rounds across the field leaves a 
bed six feet in width. This is continued vntil the field 
has been laid out in this way with a dead furrow be. 
tween each one. A short time before planting, water is 
run through these ditches to insure sufficient moisture 
to germinate the seed and also as a gauge line for plant- 
ing. It is considered important that the water shall not 
cover the surface where the seed is planted, or later, the 
stems of the growing plants. All moisture should reach 
the root system by subirrigation. 

The month of February is planting time for canta- 


Waters Early, for the main crop with an occasional! 
planting of the Pollock for later shipping. These varie 
ties are of Rocky Ford parentage. [It is fully recognized 
that no one factor has a more important bearing on the 
results of a crop of cantaloupes than the quality of the 
seed used for planting. Some of the larger agencies 
that distribute the annual crop of melons have their 
own seed farms in Colorado, where the material to be 
used for seed is subjected to the most severe tests, “an 
inside as also an outside test.” That is to say a melon 
grown on the seed farm may show all the outward desir- 
able characteristics of perfect size, shape, netting and 
color, but these must be supplemented when the melon 
is cut by perfect texture, flavor and smallness of central 
cavity, to justify its seed for use these seeds are 
drilled in and the plants thinned out to four feet or 
les’ in the rows, which with rows six feet apart gives 
about 5000 hills to the acre. 

Cultivation is practiced until the growth of the vines 
prohibits and the vines are trained across the bed away 
from and out of the furrows. Given good seed, success 
in growing prime cantaloupes in this region is largely a 
matter of irrigation. A knowledge of just how much 
water to apply to the different classes of land is in itself 
a fine art and is learned only by much practice and ob 
servation. — 


The Virulence of Scale. 


FRUIT INSPECTOR tells me that he finds littie 
San Jose scale in the apples coming under his ob- 
servation. His duties are exercised in a region where 
trees are properly cared for, but this does not account 
altogether for the absence of this great pest. Among 
the things we do not know much about is the apparent 
disappearance of San Jose scale in a great portion of 
the State. Some observers charge it to the work ot 
parasitic insects. We know that these insects destrov 
a large number of this scale, but no one can prove that 
the parasites have become a _ controlling element 
Whether the scarcity of this pest is caused by ins¢ct 
enemies or by immunity that may have come to the 
older trees. or through climatic influences upon tbe 
scale. or from the lessening vitality of the species 
which may be a physiological matter, we do not know 
It would be very interesting and profitable to have 
these obscure problems worked out, but it would require 
continued observation, deep study into the physics of 
the trees, thorough research into the life history of 
the insect and minute investigation of the whole subject. 
Large districts in the East recently over-run with 
San Jose scale now report that the virulence of its at- 
tacks is completely abated in many sections and miti- 
gated in all. This would indicate that the immunits 
in this State does not come from the work of parasitic 
insects, for we have no record of the presence of 
parasitism in some localities in the East where this 
scale has practically disappeared. However, it is some- 
what reassuring to the California believers in the ef 
insects to learn that the State En- 
tleut attributes the disappearance 
tbe work of its ipsect euemies.

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SOME COMPARISONS. 


WEATHER ABROAD COMPARED 
SOUTHERN CALIFORNIA’S 


By a Special Writer. 


S INCE I RETURNED from a year's rambling abroad, 


WITH 


hundreds of friends have stopped me on the street 

to listen to experiences by the way. Very few of 
these persons failed to dwell particularly on weather 
conditions. Dozens, seores, of foolish people have gone 
so far as to insist upon my instituting a comparison 
from the climatological point of view between Los An- 
geles and the places we visited. These questions are 
the inspiration to the story that follows: 


We were gone away from Los Angeles 342 days. 
Twenty nine days and thirty-one nights were spent on 
board ship, either in mid-ocean or along some coast 
or crossing some strait between two strange lands. 
Here we were singularly fortunate in that there was 
not an hour in the month at sea when the weather was 
not ideal upon the water. There was not a rough hour 
nor one in which the heat was uncomfortable or the 
cold excessive. Before reaching Montreal, as we had 
gone up as far as the south point in Greenland and 
were part of the time surrounded by icebergs, the air 
was decidedly sharp, but exceedingly bracing. 

Of the 311 or 312 days spent on land, there were very 
few of them to be compared with the ordinary 
weather conditions in Southern California. There were 
not thirty of them that would approach what might be 
called a perfect day, and not more than sixty that were 
not in some respects uncomfortable. 


tic shoulders and reaching far down toward their feet. 


We made up our minds when leaving Los Angeles to 
spend the greater part, if not all, of January in Malaga. 
We were not disappointed in our expectations. I be 
lieve it is the nearest to Los Angeles ciimatically speak- 
ing of any place in Europe until one passes east of the 
Adriatic. Yet the month of January spent at this ex- 
treme southern point of Spain was trying at many 
times. Although it was not the rainy month of the 
year there, there were a larger number of rainy days 
than would ordinarily be experienced in Southern Cali- 
fornia, and the winds were more frequent and more 
severe. The volcanic dust of Malaga is exceedingly 
trying in windy weather, yet there were a great many 
charming days spent in this little city looking out over 
a broad bay of the Mediterranean, bathed sometimes 
all day long in brilliant sunshine and alive with scores, 
yes, hundreds, of small! fishing boats. We wandered 
over the hills In the old Phoenician acropolis very fre 
quently, and I do not hesitate to recommend this spot 
as a winter refuge from cold or rain to Southern Cali. 
fornians paying a long visit to Europe. I know of no 
place more likely to bring so few disagreeable expe- 
riences climatically. 


At Valencia. 


About a week spent wandering from port to port along 
the east coast of Spain, the boat traveling by night and 
tying up by day, brought us to Valencia. On the whole 
the days were not bad for the first part of February. 
The rest of the month was spent at Valencia, and agree- 
ably spent. This is the great orange-growing district 
of Spain, and one would naturally expect to find abont 
the same kind of weather there as in Southern Califor- 


From the hour that we _ sighted the lighthouse on 
Point Ferrol, the extreme northwestern cape of Spain, 
until we reached Santander, crossing the Bay of Lis- 
cay, the Spanish sierras were continually in sight and 
were covered with a mantie of snow which reached far 
down toward the base of the mountains. This was on 
the last two days of October, an early date to have 
heavy snowfalls. The day at Santander was one of the 
most beautiful in all our experience of the year. But 
“the next day it rained” at Bilbao; a wretched, cold, 
drizzly rain that lasted two days. 

We spent a month at Madrid, whose climate is 
proverbially bad. It was only the month of November, 
but as my memory serves me it rained half of all the 
days we were there, and the cold was fearful. But the 
Spaniards have their proverb to the effect thar the cli- 
mate of Madrid is made up of “nine months winter 
and three months hell." We spent a couple of beau- 
tiful, crisp, bright days at Toledo, and two nights and 
days of torrential rains, cold as sleet, between there 
and Cordoba. The month of December at Sevilla was 
composed of probably twenty days of mingled rain and 
sunshine, and the whole month was characterized by 
what we would have called severe cold in Southern 
California. It was all the more penetrating because of 
the excessive moisture that saturates the air. That 
month of December would have been considered an ex. 
ceedingly bad one in Los Angeles or any point in South- 
ern California 


Winter in Southern Spain. 


December is the rainy month in Southern Spain, and 
January the cold month. A few days after the turn of 
the year spent at Granada in wandering around the 
Alhambra were ideally perfect for midwinter weather. 
They were very like the coldest, clearest, crispest win- 
ter days we have in Southern California. Remember 
Granada its high among the mountains and from the 
Silla del Moro that overlooks the Generalife, the high- 
gst point in the Alhambra. the whole range of the Span-

nia. We experienced no touch of frost or frosty 
weather, nor were there many hours of rainfall, but the 
air was chilly most of the time, and many days were 
marked by high, disagreeable winds. No, semi-tropic 
Spain is not to be compared to semi tropic California. 

But we often longed during March and April for the 
sunny skies of January at Malaga, for the compara- 
tively good weather of Valencia in February, and stil! 
more so for California's sunlit skies of glory that were 
never out of our misids. From Barcelona al) around 
through Southern France, down the Riviera to Rome, 
Naples, and on to Sicily, the spring rains that broke 
loose early in March at Valencia followed us al) along 
the way. It rained at Marseilles, at Genoa, at Rome, 
at Naples, the night of our passage across to Palermo. 
It poured for the few days at this Sicilian city. Com- 
ing north again about the middie of April we tried to 
go by carriage from Salerno to Sorrento, but there was 
a perfect hurricane that blew all day long, 100 per 
cent. worse than the worst “Santa Ana” that ever 
swept over Southern California. (Now I hope = no 
dweller at the pretty chief town of Orange county will 
bother the editor of the Magazine with a protest 
against the name of the wind. It refers not to the town, 
but to the river, and it is a fact that these trans-moun- 
tain winter winds do come tearing down the valley of 
that river, amd that they spread out very breadly all 
over Southern California.) When we got back to 
Rome, two days before Easter, exactly in the middle of 
April, we found the cold rains still persisting, and they 
kept on doing so until we left there some ten days later. 
It rained at Florence and was cold. When we got 
back to Genoa it was raining there again.

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Old Swedes’ Church. 


A NOTEWORTHY MILESTONE OF 
AMERICAN HISTORY.

ally called, Old Swedes’ Church. It is one of the 


oldest landmarks in Pennsylvania, built to “keep the

chureh thus stood in view of the vessels sailing up and 


down the Delaware.” 


It is surrounded by a quaint graveyard, on whose 
stones are legible epitaphs dated as far back as 1708. 
Many others, of older date, are mere worn shells, the 
inscriptions blotted out by the hand of Time. Two 
hundred and eleven years have passed since this church 


was dedicated. At that time it was a country church 


“ut some distance from the clever little town of Philade)- 
phia,” and the members of the congregation drove 
through dense woods, over a faintly-worn wagon road, 


or sailed, or rowed across the Delaware River in their 


rudely-constructed boats to worship as they had done 


in the mother church in Sweden. 


Although history has always credited William Penn 
with having settled Pennsylvania, it is an undisputed 


fact that fifty-eight years previous to Penn's landing, 


power was given by Gustavus Adolphus, guardian of 
Queen Christina, to establish a Swedish settlement on 
-the Delaware River. This authority was granted De- 
cember 21, 1624. and in 1636 the first Swedish colony 
arrived on the western banks of the Delaware (New 
Sweden.) On September 4, 1646, a wooden church was 
consecrated by Magister Campanius at Tenakong, now 
called Tinicum, where the colonists worshiped until 


Old Swedes’ Church. 


1700. but In 1667 a number of them, finding the distance 
too ereat to attend the Tinicum church, transformed the 
old block house. known as the Wicacoa Block House, 
into a place of worship. The first sermon was preached 
there by the Rev. Jacob Fabritius, 1677, and the pres- 
ent church stands on the site of the Block House Church- 


Philadelphia was then known under the name of 
Wicacoa. Even in Philadelphia, itself, few people know 
today that Gloria Dei is referred to, near the end of 
“Evangeline.” when after years of fruitless search, she 
enters the almshouse where Gabriel is dying ‘on a Sab- 
bath morn.’ 

“Distant and soft on her ear fell the chimes from the 
belfry of Christ Church, 

While, intermingled with these, across the meadows 
were wafted 

Sounds of psalms that were sung by the Swedes in their 
church at. Wicacoa.” 

When William Penn landed on the good ship Wel- 
come, five years after the consecration of the block- 
house, he found a peaceful, established settlement, with 
its church, instead of a wilderness peopled with sav- 
ALES. lt was the fair treatment of the Indians by this 
Swedish colony that paved the way for the peaceful pol- 
icy of William Penn. Yet history credits him for estab- 
lishing friendly relations with the Indians. The fact 
of Penn's buying the land from the Indians was merely 
an adoption by him of the custom of the Swedes, who 
purchased their lands, from the redskins before Penn 
ever set foot in the State named after him. Another in- 
teresting fact is that William Penn was born October 
14, 1644, so it was twenty years prior to Penn's birth 
that authority to colonize was given the Swedes by 
Gustavus Adolphus, and their first colony arrived in the 
new land eight years before Penn's birth, while Magister 
Campanius consecrated the wooden church at Tinicum 
when Penn was but 2 years old. 

The old church, known as the blockhouse, was built 
of rough lowes and had loopholes for windows, a neces- 
sary precaution against unexpected attacks. The con- 


was ostensibly to kill game they might encounter on 
their way to church, evidently believing a “pennyworth 
of precaution is worth a pound of cure.” 

The Swedes preferred locating “near the freshes of 
the river,” where they could use their canoes for com- 
munication by water rather than struggle with open- 
ing roads in a virgin country. One can almost see the 
squadron of primitive boats coming up the Delaware on 
Sundays, the greetings of various friends as they met, 
the demure glances of bright eyes looking for some par- 
ticular person in some particular boat, the exchange of 
bits of information in the days when there was no way 


spinning wheel hummed busily, whirled by hands that 
have long been forgotten dust. One wanders about the 
old graveyard, trying to puzzle out the weatherbeaten 
inscriptions, thinking of those who came from a distant 
shore, facing an unknown country, bringing their cour- 
ageous hearts and busy hands to make a home. 


There is a story handed down that during the time 
the old blockhouse was being used for worship, the 
women of the colony were busily engaged one day mak- 
ing soft soap. The men were at large, attending to 
various duties. One can imagine the thrifty dames at 
work, chattering as they watched the steaming kettles. 
Suddenly word arrived that the Indians were on the 
way to make an atack. The soap was too valuable to 
lose, so the women dragged the steaming vessels into 
the blockhouse, where they took refuge. The Indians 
swarmed about the place trying to effect an entrance, or 
fire the building, but the women, nothing daunted, car- 
ried the steaming soap to the loopholes which served as

to this land was recorded at Upland, August 31, 1741, 
and reads as follows:

The Moyamensing kill is now called Hay Creek. The 
lines of the Sven land reached so far into the land Penn 
had included in his plan for Philadelphia that he prac- 
tically obliterated their original title by giving them 
lands on the Schuylkill above Lemon Hill. 


The house of Sven Saener stood a stone’s throw 
from Old Swedes’ Church, facing the Delaware River. 
It was intact until the British occupation of Philadel- 
phia, during the Revolvtionary War, when it was demol- 
ished and utilized for fuel. “It had a large garden and 
various fruit trees behind it. .There were many high 
trees and a shipyard, also much green grass,” to quote 
the description of one who saw the place. All deeds 
or leases from the Sven family were given “with the 
privilege of using his wharf or landing near the button- 
woods.” For many years a single gfea&t tree stood there 
as a landmark. It was nearly as thick as the Treaty 
Elm, and like it, diverged into two great trunks at the 
base. The family name of Sven, Suan, pronounced 
Swan, has been developed into Swanson, from Sven's 
Saener, meaning the sons of Sven. The street on which 
Old Swedes’ Church stands is known as Swanson, the 
only memorial extant, except a tablet over a grave in

Life in Zanzibar. 


STRANGE SCENES IN A CITY OF 100,000 
INHABITANTS, 


From The Independent. 


‘EEN FROM the harbor. Zanzibar has little to com- 
S mand it. So uninviting indeed is the face that it 
turns seaward that the story is told of an Ameri- 
can politician sent there as Consul who after taking 
one look from the steamer’s deck refused to go ashore 
at all. 

Though a city of 100,000 inhabitants with practically 
all the trade of East Africa in its hands, Zanzibar has 
neither dock, jetty nor wharf. 
ages alike are disembarked in small boats and carri« 
through the surf on the shoulders of Swahili boatmen. 
There is no word in the language adequate to describe 
the scene which takes place on the beach bordering 
the harbor when a mail steamer comes in. 

The passengers, white-helmeted tourists. pompous, 
drill-clad officials, sallow-faced Parsee merchants, chat- 
tering Hindu artisans, haughty, hawk-nosed Arabs. cot- 
ton-clad Swahilis from the mainland. are unceremoni 
ously dumped with their belongings on the sand, where 
they instantly become the centers of shouting, plead- 
ing, Cursing, struggling. gesticulating, perspiring mobs 
of porters and hotel runners, from whose rough im por- 
tunities they are rescued only by the efforts of a dozen 
askaris, who lay their rhinocerous-hide whips about 
them indiscriminately. 

When a poor imitation of order has been restored 
and the luggage has been rescued and sorted you start 
for the hotel—there is only one deserving of the name 
—with a voluble hotel runner clinging to your arm, as 
though afraid you would break away, and followed by 
a miniature safari of porters balancing planks, hat 
boxes, kit bags, gun cases, bathtubs and the other im- 
pedimenta of an African traveler on their turbaned 
heads. | 

Returning the ostentatious saluate of the tan-colored 
sentry at the head of the water stairs you follow your 
guide through a series of. tortuous and narrow alleys, 
plunge into the darkness of an ilLsmelling tunnel and 
suddenly emerge blinded with the sun glare into a 
thoroughfare lined on either side with tiny, fascinating, 
hole-in-the-wall shops, whose owners rush out and 
proffer you their silver, ivory and ostrich feather wares 
vociferously. 

Quite unexpectedly the procession halts under a 
swinging sign bearing the legend “Afrika Hotel.” The 
proprietor. a rotund, red-cheeked German who looks 
as if he had stepped straight*out of a Munich beer gar- 
den, escorts you pantingly up two, three, four flights of 
stone stairs, lined on either side with strange native 
weapons and East Coast curios, to a brick floored cell 
under the roof, there being more likelihood of catching 
an occasional breeze, he explains, at the top. , 
The furniture, monastic in its simplicity, consists of 
an iron bed, an iron table, an iron chair and an iron 
wash stand supporting a tin bowl and pitcher, any- 
thing not of metal standing an excellent chance of de 
struction by the swarms of white ants. The bed is 
draped with a mosquito netting of so fine a mesh that 
the air within feels: strained and unnourishing, like 
milk that has been watered, and the heavy shutters are 
closed in a fruitless attempt to keep out some of the 
stifling midday heat, though ‘the proprietor, after 
glancing at the thermometer, remarks that it is not as 
warm as yesterday, being only 110. 

You are advised to go to bed in the dark, as a light 
would attract the mosquitoes, and never, never, under 
any circumstances to get into bed without assuring 
yourself that there are no mosquitoes inside the cur- 
tains, though he reassuringly adds: “But you can only 
get fever from the black and white striped ones.” 
Likewise you are solemnly warned never to go out 
of doors during the day without a topee, lest you die 
from sunstroke (I knew one man who took off his hel- 
met long enough to wave good-by to a departing. friend 
and was dead in an hour in consequence;) never to 
drink other than bottled water at two rupees the bot- 
tle) lest you die from typhoid fever; never to stay out 
of doors after nightfall lest you contract malaria; never 
to put on your boots without first shaking them out. lest 
a snake or scorpion has chosen them to spend the night 
in, and never to put your,revolver under your pillow, 
where it cannot be reached without attracting attention, 
but to keep it beside you in bed, so that you can shoot 
through the bed clothes without warning if you should 
wake up to find an intruder in your room. 

The best and most interesting thing about the Afrika 
Hotel is its bath, a forbidding stone-floored room to- 
tally devoid of tub or furniture. You clap your hands, 
which is the East Coast equivalent for pressing a but- 
ton, and in prompt response appears an ebony-skinned 
domestic bearing on his head a Standard Oil can filled 
with water. Running through a staple in the ceiling 
is a rope, and to the end of this rope he attaches the 
can, hoisting it until it swings half a dozen feet above 
your head. 

Hanging from a hole in the side of the can is a cord 
When you are ready for your bath you stand underneath 
the can, jerk the cord sharply and the can empties itself 
over you like a waterspout. Then you clap your hands 
and wait until the Swahili brings more water, when 
you do it all over again. 3 

The first thing the visitor to Zanzibar does after ar- 
riving is to bathe and put on a fresh suit of white linen, 
for to appear presentable in the terrible humidity of the 
East Coast requires at least six white suits a day. and 
tne second thing he does is to call on the Consul, a 
very homesick young gentleman, who is so glad to see 
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ling to spend his meager salary in entertaining thew. 
If it is drawing toward sunset you will probably find 
him just starting for the golf club, which is the rendez 
vous at nightfall for Zanzibar’s European society, whose 
chief recreation, so far as | could see, are golf, gam 
bling and gossip. 

With a sturdy, khaki-clad Swahili, a brass American 
eagle on the front of his fez, trotting between the shafts 
of the consular rickshaw (the Department of sMte re- 
fuses to appropriate enough money for carriage hire.) 
and another pushing behind, you whirl down the brich: 
red highway which leads to the suburb of Bububu; pa. ' 
the broad verandaed residency from which the Britisl: 
Consul-General gives his orders to the little brown man 
who is permitted to play at ruling Zanzabar; past the 
police barracks, where, at sight of the eagle on the rick 
shaw coolie’s fez, the sentry on duty shouts some un 


Passengers and TT intelligible jargon, a bugle blares and a group of native 


constables spring into line and bring their hands 
smartly to the salute as you pass; past the Marconi sta 
tion on the cliff. where the wireless chatters cease- 
lessly with Bagamoyo and Kilindini and Dares-Salam; 
until you come to a sudden halt before a bungalow, al- 
most hidden in a wonderful tropic garden, whose broad 
verandas overlook an emerald velvet golf course 
stretching from the highway to the sea. Playing golf 
in Zanzibar always struck me as being the most incon 
gruous thing I ever did. 

That night the Consul gives a dinner for you ar the 
Zanzibar Club, where you are served by barefootc | 
servants immaculate in crimson turbans and whi'e 
linen, and eat with solid silver from irreproachable 
china, in a room made almost comfortable by man) 
swinging punkahs. After dinner you sit on the terrace 
in the dark, somewhere between the ocean and the 
stars, and over the coffee and cigars you listen to 
strange stories of “the Coast,” told by men who them- 
selves played a part in them. 

Though the streets in the outskirts of the city are 
wide, well shaded and excellent, macadamized with 
some kind of bright red soil, the business portion of the 
town, where the natives chiefly live, is a wilderness o 


shops and wretched dwellings with here and there an 
ancient Portuguese house, impregnable as a_ feudal! 
castle, the massive doorways of exquisitely-carved teak- 
wood, in strange contrast to the surrounding squalor. 
Every shop is open to the street, and half of them. 
it seemed to me, are devoted to the sale of ivory cary- 
ings, ostrich feathers, brassware silverwork, 
though the Arab workmanship is in all cases poorly exc- 
cuted and crude in design. Zanzibar is still the chic! 
ivory market of the world—the supplies of both «le 
phant and rhino ivory, | was assured by British offi 
cials. steadily increasing rather than diminishing th 
crude images of African animals which the natives 
carve from the coarser grades of ivory making charm: 
ing, though costly, souvenirs. Nothing is cheap in Zan 
zibar, or for that matter anywhere else in Africa.

THE FREEZING POINT. 
IT DEPENDS ON THE ALTITUDE OF THE BAROME- 
TER AS WELL AS OF THERMOMETER. 
On an ordinary Fahrenheit thermometer there is writ- 
ten opposite 212 degrees “Boiling point of water,” and 
opposite 32 degrees, “Freezing point of water 
Neither of these is correct, says the Baker Weekly, 
except for a certain condition of the atmosphere, and 
that is when it gives on the barometer about thirty 
inches, or fifteen pounds pressure to the square inch 
This is the ordinary pressure at what is known as 
sea level, and to this all thermometers are calibrated 
In a mountainous region the pressure is hardly ever so 
much as fifteen pounds, and water boils at sometimes 
as low as 200 degrees. 
If water is boiled in a diving bell, where the pressure 
is forty or fifty pounds a square inch, its temperature 
will be several hundred degrees instead of 212. If water 
is boiling in a near vacuum the temperature is so smal! 
that the hand thrust into the water would actually feel 
cold. 
What has been said about the boiling point applies to 
some extent to the freezing point; but here it differs 
for different materials, whereas the remarks about the 
boiling point of water apply to the boiling points of al) 
liquids. 
On this depengs the freezing point at different press 
ures of atmosphere. Water expands on freezing; so do 
type metal and some other things. All other substances 
become smaller on freezing. Water pipes burst when 
the water freezes. Coins of gold and silver are stamped 
instead of being moulded, for the metals grow smaller 
on freezing or solidifying, and consequently the coin 
would be wabbly. 
It has been found that the things that expand on 
solidifying, as water, freeze at a lower temperature 
when the pressure is increased, while the others freeze 
at a higher. When a substance that expands freezes 
under higher pressure than usual) it has to exert more 
force to shove the pressure away. and consequently has 
to use up more of its heat energy, thus losing more heat 
and consequently becoming colder 
Take the substance that contracts when it solidifies 
The pressure will help it to get smaller and conse 
quently the greater the pressure the less heat it has to 
lose on attaining the solid state; so it will freeze at 
higher temperature. If the pressure is great enough it 
may freeze or solidify at 1000 degrees temperature, 
which is high enough to change most substances to va 
por under ordinary atmospheric pressure. This is one 
of the reasons advanced to prove that the interior of the 
earth is solid, for the assumption is that the core is 
made up of substances that contract when freezing, 
and there is of course an enormous pressure a few hup-

(,LACIER CLIMBING RECOMMENDED 
AS AN IDEAL SPORT. 


By Ellis Prentiss Cole. 


lik American outdoor woman, who is always 
T looking for new worlds of sport to conquer, has 

been afforded a new and thrilling form of enrer- 
‘ainment in Glacier National Park, which Uncle Sam 
has thrown open for the benefit of those who like to 
climb glaciers. 

This glacial wonderland, which was only created by 
ict of Congress in 1910, has been.practically unknown. 
\mericans have spent many thousanas of dollars visit- 
ing Switzerland and the Canadian Rockies, in the be- 
lief that America had no glaciers worth the attempt 
‘o conquer. Yet in Glacier National Park there are 
more than sixty glaciers within an area of five square 


idea of that portion ofthe park. 
Donald, one of the most beautiful lakes im the world, 
its pine-clad shores reflected on its giaasy surface. The 
distant mountain ranges fade away until they are 
lost In the afternoon mist. Northward is the great 
amphitheater containing Glacier Camp. and one can 
see the trail to Sperry Glacier, which muat be traveled 
on the morrow. To the northeast is Gunsight Pass; 
and in the distance the serrated walls of Citadel Moun- 
tain. Down the side of the pass may be seen the 
gleaming streams and waterfalls that feed Lake 
Louise, thousands of feet below. From Lake Louise 
the water makes a plunge of 1400 feet Into Little St. 
Mary Lake, a dark green pool that may be seen against 
the sheer east wall of Lincoln Peak, that drops 3000 
feet to its very shore. 

On the‘return to camp from Lincoln Peak the tents 
are soon erected, and supper is eaten and the evening 
is spent in telling stories around the eamp fire. It 
takes about two hours to make the climb to the glacier, 
next morning.

many wide and deep crevasses. Ice avalanches come 

thundering down the slopes in warm weather, and 
under the chill coverings trickle chill waters, which 
form hundreds of beautiful cataracts at the  head- 
waters of rollicking mountain streams where trout are 
to be found in abundance. 

The summer of 1911 was the first “season” of Glacier 
National Park, but the fame of the land of glaciers had 
spread, and hundreds of pleasure-seekers turned to the 
new national playground which Uncle Sam will keep 
unspoiled through the years to come Many women 
visited the park, and most of them refused to be left 
behind when parties were organized to scale the 
nearest. glaciers. It is strenuous work climbing even 
the most accessible of the glaciers, and some of the 
women were compelled to give up before the ice slopes 
were reached, but most of them gained the ice in 
safety and returned so enthusiastic over the new sport 
that more adventurous trips to the outlying glaciers 
were planned. 

“I have climbed glaciers in Switzerland and the 
(‘anadian Rockies,” said one tired but enthusiastic 
woman who had spent most of the season in Glacier 
Park, “but nowhere is there finer sport than right 
here. There is such a variety of glaciers, and the sur- 
roundings are so beautiful that any active woman will 
find a whole summer of inspiration right here in Glacier 
Park—-and in addition she will benefit her health past 
all computation, for there is nothing else quite so 
beneficial as mountain climbing, and glacier climbing 
in partievlar.” 

The woman who resolves to explore this land of 
glaciers should be prepared to “rough it.” There are 
good hotel and cottage accommodations at Lake Me- 
Donald. a few miles from Belton, the entrance to the 
park, but when one strikes toward the mountains she 
is plunging into a wilderness, with few trails and en- 
tirely innocent of wagon roads. It is this primeval 
aspect of the new park that proves one of the great- 
est charms 

(ienerally parties of climbers are formed and horses 
and guides are engaged, the individual expense thus 
being reduced to a minimum. The trip to Sperry 
glacier, nearest the hotel, can be made comfortably in 
two days. Camp is made at the foot of the glacier 
the first night. Here the saddle horses are abandoned. 
and the climb to the glacier is made on foot. All 
supplies for the trip have to be packed on the backs 
of horses. It requires: about twenty horses to carry 
the average party and the supplies needed. 

Glacier Camp is reached abovt noon the first day, 
and those who are not too fatigued by the ride take 
horses and start for Lincoln Park. Horses may be 
used on this trip as far as the ridge that joins Gun- 
sight Mountain to Lincoln Peak, the rest of the climo

Sperry is one of the largest glaciers in the park 
and its slopes contain many huge crevasses. Those 
who venture upon its surface must travel with ex- 
treme caution if the weather is warm and avalanches 
are falling. Generally the guide proceeds in advance, 
the tourists following, single-file, and attached to one 
another by a strong rope. No fatal accidents have 
occurred upon the glaciers of the new park, but the 
guides impress it upon visitors that no foolhardiness 
will be permitted. Sometimes the trail leads around 
crevasses half a mile long and hundreds ef feet deep, 
or skirts huge holes in the ice, down which one can 
look and observe the water from nature’s huge ice- 
storage plant starting on its long journey te the sea. 
Several days could be spent with profit exploring 
the slopes of Sperry Glacier, and when one considers 
that, within an area of five square miles there are 
sixty more glaciers, great and small, to *e explored, 
it is realized that the glacier climber cannot exhaust 
the resources of this American Switzerland in many 
seasons.

SMALL TOWNS THAT HAVE A WEALTH 
OF ELECTRICITY, 


By Rene Bache. 


HREE littl towns, called Rupert, Heyburn and 
T Hurley, on the Minidoka irrigation project, in 

Southern Idaho, have none of them more than 500 
inhabitants, and yet enjoy certain modern = improve- 
ments Which our great cities are thinking of merely as 
possibilities of tbe future. Their citizens heat their 
houses and do all their cooking by electricity. 

This has been made possible by the building of the 
lurgest irrigation pumping plant in the world, to water 
the desert plains on both sides of the Snake River— 
for which purpose the government has constructed a 
dam, 600 feet long and fifty feet high, clear across the 
river, forming an artificial lake twenty-six square miles 
in area. Within the dam is a huge power plant, cap- 


not a house in thirty miles, there are today 1500 
families on farms and in the three little towns, repre 
senting a total population of nearly 7000 people. 

Wherever possible, on the oases which the govern- 
ment is creating by irrigation in the desert valleys of 
the West, the power plants are so constructed as to 
yield a large surplus of electricity for industrial and 
other uses. Such electricity is made available at very 
cheap rates, enabling people to employ it for a great 
variety of purposes. One cent and a small fraction 
per kilowatt hour seems only a trifle when compared 
with the ordinary price, from 8 to 15 cents, charged 
in our large cities. If dwellers in such centers of 
population could get all the electricity they wanted at 
so small a cost, they would quickly Install electric 
heaters in their houses, in place of furnaces, and elec- 
tric ranges for the cooking. 

In the Montana towns of Billings, Glendive, and 
Big Timber several hundred families are already 
using electric cook stoves and electric heating de- 
vices. They pay on an average about = $2.50 
a month per household for electricity, including 
lights.

trifle over 1 cent per kilowatt hour. The townspeople 
utilize it for all sorts of purposes, including lighting 
and manufacturing, and its extreme cheapness has en- 
abled them to put electric heaters and ranges into 
their stores and dwellings. 

Ninety-four square miles of what was sandy sage- 
brush desert half «a dozen years ago have already been 
reclaimed on this project, and two-thirds of the total 
area is now ready for occupancy. With plenty of wa- 
ter supplied, the land is capable of highly intensive 
cultivation, and will be worth from $100 td $200 an 
acre. It is specially available for alfalfa, sugar beets 
and potatoes, 


Will Give the Horses a Rest. 


As the country develope, the same electric power 
will be made cheaply available for farmhouses all over 
the project, and in a few years the whole region will 
be covered with 4 network of trolleys’ (driven from the 
plant in the dam,) which will enable the agriculturist 
to dispense with horses in getting his stuff to market. 
Hie will not be obliged to worry about the condition of 
the roads. 

The power plant, which is reckoned the best and 
most efficient in proportion to its size im the United 
States, will ultimately become the property of the 
farmers, and its great and growing revenue will pass 


into their pockets Where, six vears ago, there was

Electricity from falling water is the cheapest power 
known. On the irrigated tracts of the West it will 
be made available in steadily-increasing quantities by 
small private plants which the farmers will them- 
selves put in to utilize the “drops” in the canals. Such 
drops, for bringing water to different levels where it 
is required for irrigation, are numerous. On the Un- 
compahgre project, in Colorado, for example, there are 
scores of them. Necessarily, in any hilly region, there 
must be many. All the farmer has to do is to set up 
a generating outfit, with the requisite turbine, and the 
water flowing through the canal does the rest. 

On some projects irrigation is carried on throughout 
the year, sothat power from this source isobtainable at 
all seasons. The Uncompahgre Valley, which is a fruit 
raising district, has immense amounts of undeveloped 
power in drops of the big canal at the outlet of the 
Gunnison River, the stream whose water was brought 
through a range of mountains by a tunnel six miles 
long. There are unlimited quantities of this water, 
and it is available for the production of electricity at 
all times. 

Ordinarily, however, the farmer would establish a 
plant of smal! size where a drop in a minor canal was 
conveniently at hand. It might cost him no more than 
$1000, and the expense of running it would not exceed 
$150 a year perhaps. The number of horse power de- 
veloped would depend, of course, on the size of the 
drop. It might be from fifty to 100, and would be

along the Atlantic "Coast. Early in the last century 
efforts were made to propagate the birds in the Jersey 
fields, but dismal failure followed. It was but a few 
years until the birds were exterminated. 

Robert Oliver imported 100 English pheasants for his 
Maryland farm about eighty years ago, and after re- 
peated experiments gave up the task as hopeless. This 
seems to have been the last effort to introduce the birds 
to the country along the Atlantic Coast. 

So rapidly did the pheasant propagate in Oregon that 
an open season was provided for by law in 1892, it be- 
ing held that the birds were of sufficient number in 
most parts of the State to enable them to withstand the 
onslaughts of sportsmen. However, it was shown that 
more than 50,000 birds were slaughtered the first day 
of the open season. It was soon found necessary to 
protect the birds during the entire year until the State 
should become thoroughly stocked. 

Strange as it may seem, the Oregon bird has become 
acclimated and has propagated rapidly as far east as 
Massachusetts, where the English bird could not be 
raised successfully. Shipments of birds have been 
made from Oregon to Ohio, New York; New Jersey and 
other Atlantic Coast States, while the Central States 
have called for hundreds of pairs, and have good re- 
sults to show for the efforts made to restock the hunt- 
ing grounds.

Pheasant hunting is easily the cleanest bird shoot- 
ing in the world. The sportsman who shoots for the 
love of true sport can find nothing like it anywhere 
Wounded birds have wonderful vitality, and do not 
readily succumb to the loss of a leg or a wing, and 
they will take the most desperate chances for safety. 
Fleet of foot with powerful thighs, the pheasant in its 
native haunts passes quickly through the grass and 
weeds leaving behind no trace of motion to betray its 
presence. The pheasant lies closer to the ground and 
is more difficult to flush than any other game bird. The 
alertness of the bird, its successful -fforts to avoid 
detection and to remain in safety, pe in seclusion, 
make the sport of hunting ideal. 

The pheasant lives in the open air and subsists prac- 
tically on insect life. For this reason his domestication 
was not easy, and his rearing in captivity was one of the 
problems which required careful study and special care. 
The bird shows lack of proper food and exercise quickly, 
and unless given a chance to regain his health quickly 
droops and dies. Filth will kill birds quicker than star- 
vation. The pheasant loves the open field, the dusty 
road, the clear air, the insect-laden vegetable, the worm- 
infected soil. Its roosting place is invariably in the 
open field with nothing above its head but the blue sky. 
Even during the most severe storms or during extreme 
winter weather the pheasant prefers the freedom of the 
open field. For game purposes the birds must be reared 
in the open, confinement seeming to dull their sensibili- 
ties and make them careless about their own safety. 

The young birds develop rapidly from balls of fluff 
into shapely brown pheasants, very shy and strong of 
wing, at two months. After this age the plumage of

The golden pheasant is gorgeous in his magnificent 
crest of orange-colored feathers. The tail is very long 
and the two longest feathers are covered with small 
circles of light brown on dark ground, giving a striking 
mottled effect. The breast and,under parts are orange 
scarlet, the back golden yellow. 

The Reeves pheasant is gaudily colored, but loses 
some of the richness of the golden color of his aristo- 
cratic brother. The head is covered with a cow! of 
white surrounded by a band of black with a spot of 
white under each eve. The neck has a broad band of 
white, and the back is brilliant golden yellow mellowed 
with clear and brilliant black. The under parts of the 
body are black. The tail is long and is grayish white 
and golden red. 

The care of the pheasant is but the study of the wild, 
free life of the bird in the open air. Its food must be 
dry, even in the earliest days of its youth, and it must 
be given the best possible substitute for the insect life, 
upon which Nature intended it should feed. Plenty of 
pure water, ruuning fresh and free in a brook if pos- 
sible, must be provided. With simple food, with plenty 
of pure water, with open-air space in which to get 
needed exercise, with shelter such as it would find in 
the open field or in underbrush, the pheasant is healthy, 
happy and prolific. ;

The editor of the Rural Press is abroad in the 
East, and fires back to his paper a fling at the fin- 
icky people who are determined that nothing but ripe 
oranges shall be offered to the eastern trade. 

“Evidently this ‘year the old question as to whether 
California shall supply the holiday trade with late or 
early oranges, is coming up more sharply than ever be- 
fore. The East seems to. be obsessed with a fear of 
green oranges. We cannot understand why a race of 
men which has for generations survived the pinch of 
green apples in its youthful bowels should now fear and 
quake and turn pale at the sight of an orange tinged 
with verdancy on its cover. But thus it is, and the pop 
ular tremor has gone so far that the Governors of 
twenty States have proclaimed against unripe oranges 
as though they were bundles of Paris green.” 

Some suspicion and opposition in the East has been 
engendered because California shippers have by color- 
ing immature fruit wiped out all external differences be- 
tween maturity and unripeness. I saw this illustrated 
three weeks ago. One box on exhibition had been 
picked early in October and colored by artificial means 
The fruit was a beautiful, all-over yellow, but sour and 
absolutely unfit to eat. The other box,. picked three 
weeks later, contained fruit scarcely yellowed over at 
all, but sweet and palatable throughout. In the former 
box every stem and button had been sweated off. The 
skin looked wrinkled, the juice having evaporated to 
some extent because of its’ watery condition when the 
oranges were gathered. 

The furore over green oranges in the East is but a 
wholesome sign. Twenty years ago the eastern fruit 
trade did not care a bean about California oranges, and 
but partially believed we produced the fruit here at al! 
Now the trade has come to depend upon our oranges, 
and knowing the quality of our ripe fruit naturally ob- 
ject to having thrust upon it immaturity. It is more a 
matter of good taste than of health, and our customers 
are entitled to protection on that ground.

RUBBER-PRODUCING PLANTS. 


FACTS ABOUT THEIR NATIVITY, HABITAT 
AND HABITS, 


N INTERESTED reader wishes to know tf we may 
A grow any sort of rubber-producing plant in South- 

ern California, for he would like to experiment 
with same. As others have, from time to time, made 
inquiries about this class of plants, we venture to give 
a few facts about the chief plants from which rubber 
is produced. All such plants are native to the tropics 

Asia, Africa and South America—none of them 
thrive in Southern California, and only occasionally do 
we find even our common rubber tree (Fiscus Elastica) 
vassing unbarmed through every winter, and even 80 
its rate of growth is necessarily slow in any climate 
except those very hot and moist. 

This well-known plant, used the world over as a 
decorative pot plant, and standing more abuse and ex- 
tremes of temperature than Most plants so used, is 
native to the damp forests of tropical Asia, and, strange 
to say, belongs to the Natural Order Urticaceae, the 
Nettle Family. Owing to the rapidly-diminishing sup 
ply in the forests of India, a new tree was introduced 
into that country from South America, in 1873, known 
as I!evea Drasilieusis, the South American rubber tree, 
belonging to Euphorbiaceae, one of the milkweed fam- 


dening then was, of a simple kind, plants few, but 
hardy and of a drought-resistant nature. 


Home Propagation of Carnations. 


HILE WE DO not advise home propagation of 
carnations when starting a new garden, it often 
occurs that some garden owner has an unknown sort 
which has proven highly satisfactory, so much so that 
he wishes to multiply his stock. In such cases home 
propagation is highly desirable, almost necessary. 
Propagation of carnations from cuttings is not easy, 
and would better be left to professionals, but favorite 
plants may be layered with every assurance of success. 
This may be done in the soi] about the plants or potted 
plants may be secured by sinking pots down to the soil 
surface and putting the layers into them. Choose good 
vigorous shoots on the lower part of the plant, cut 
half-way through, from top side, with a slanting cut. 
Twist the part beyond the cut half-way round, so that 
the sharp point is downward. This twisting of Ahe re- 
maining part of the stem wil! check the free flow of sap 
in the layer (which is not needed.) Dig a little trench 
for each cutting, with a knife blade or stick push the 
cut part down to the bottom, allowin,; the cutting tip 
to stick out. Cover cut firmly with earth, first pinning 
the cutting down with a “hairpin” made by bending a 
wooden toothpick in the middle. The cut part shoud 


be at least an inch below the surface. Water well and

tions is Castilloa elastica, the Central American rub- 
ber tree, also belonging to the Nettle Family. The gutta 
percha of Indian plantations, and which furnishes the 
best of that commodity, is native to Malaya, belonging 
(oO Sapotaceae and known to rubber sharps as lsonandra 
gutta, though botanically it is a Disehopsis. Alrican 
rubber comes from species of Landolphia, principally 
L. florida, native of tropical Africa and Mada- 
gascar, and belonging to Apocynaceae, an order 
well represented among our  obetter decorative 
plants. Alstonia plumosa, a related plant, native 
to India and tropical Australia, is also used some- 
what, as are other species of Ficus, Landolphia, 
Forsteronia, Hevea, Manihot, Sapium, Leuconotis, 
Chilocarpus, Mimusops. Euphorbia, Butrospermium 
and such a host of others that it would require an 
entire npumber of this magazine to deal with all of them. 
Several mentioned, as well as many allied species, are 
known to students of ornamental horticulture, though 
none of them are of great value for Southern California, 
even in the hothouse. If we are ever to produce com- 
mercial rubber it will be through the use of some plant 
not yet known to commerce as a rubber plant.

Walled Gardens. 


HIS DEPARTMENT has often contained pleas for 

more walled gardens, at least for the back yard or 
garden proper, and as our own city enlarges we find 
mare and more of them. We can have no privacy with- 
out walls too high for people to climb over. Dr. Wil- 
helm Miller, speaking of wall gardens, says: 

“We are bound to come to it. The day will surely 
come when there will be thousands of miles of high 
brick walls in America. For in a few centuries Ameri- 
ca will be as crowded as England or, at least, the land 
will contain all the people it can support... There will 
be thieves then, and they will want the frutt. Common 
fruit may even then be grown in big orchards without. 
walls, but the finest fruit will be grown on dwarf trees, 
in private gardens, behind walls of brick or stone. All 
this is shocking to say, and it has required a whole 
year for me to screw my courage up to the point of 
saying it.” He then goes on to show how much better 
walls are than hedges; they do not rob the soil, nor 
need trimming, for years to come to perfection; do not 
die, become beautiful and mellow with age, and if 
needed in the green may be covered with vines or 
trained trees, both of which may be {ruit-bearing. 


Resting Rose Bushes.

County Boards fo Forestry. 


ECTIONS 7 and & of the State law relating ‘to 
board: of forestry in California réad thus 

“Every County Board of Forestry appointed under the 
provisions of this act shall, within their respective 
counties, have exclusive power over and jurisdiction to 
decide upon the variety, kind and character of trees. 
hedges and shrubs that shall be planted upon said roads, 
highways, grounds and property; and to determine al! 
questions respecting the pruning, cutting and removal 
of any trees, hedges and shrubs now growing and to 
grow thereon and the necessity therefor and the extent 
of and the manner in which said work shall be done: 
and to enforce, carry out and effectuate the provisions 
of this act.” 

“It shall be unlawful for any person or corporation 
(except said County Board of Forestry) in any county 
or city and county where a County Board of Forestry 
has been created and appointed under the provisions 
of this act, to trim, prune, cut, deface, destroy or re- 
move any shade or ornamental tree, hedge or shrub 
growing or to grow upon any such road, highway. 
ground or property, or to paint, place, attach to or put 
upon any such trees, hedges or shrubs any sign, notice, 
advertisement or advertising device without the con. 
sent in writing of said board first obtained, or to plant 
any tree, hedge or shrub on any such road, highway, 
ground or property without such written consent.”

The Chilean Mayten. 


AYTENUS BOARIA, the Chilean Mayten, is said 

by Dr. H. M. Hall of the University of California to 
be an excellent subject for street planting. Though 
still quite uncommon it has proven a vigorous grower 
in all parts of the State. One at Pasadena grew to 
twelve feet in three years, one at Berkeley fifteen feet 
in seven years, and trees twenty years old are thirty-five 
feet high. The tree does well up and down the coast 
as well as in the hot and dry valleys of the interior. It 
may be propagated either by seeds or cuttings and is 
not particular as to soil and general care. It has a 
rounded top, pendant twigs, graceful habit and a deli- 
cate smilax-like foliage, growing naturally into an easy,

Hop Growing Pays.

Wisdom Needed. 


ORTICULTURE in Northern California, while lack- 
H ing in cohesion among its devotees, has advanced in 
one respect most rapidly during the last year or so. Pub- 
lic opinion among the growers has gone forward to the 
point of demanding more practical work upon the part 
of the institutions and organizations formed for the pro- 
tection and promotion of fruit growing and selling. 
Common sense is in demand, scientific effort is being 
given its proportionate influence and results are ex- 
pectéd from every. element concerned with the produc- 
tion and marketing of fruit. These remarks apply to 
the Browers at large and not to some of our institutions 
whieh are floundering along without direction or pur- 
pose 

There is yet to be a tremendous waste of money and 
energy before public opinion among the fruit growers 
will see clearly this misuse of energy, and call for a 
change of policies. It is coming, however and upon 
every hand is heard the call for the exercise of more 
wisdom, more attention to the economics of the fruit 
business and less blind driving to more tonnage and an 
increased attention to the production of better fruits 
without at the same time providing means of disposing 
of them at a profit to the producer. We have many a 
hard struggle yet before science and common sense drop 
into the harness together and pull for the common good. 

California is in the transition stage in this matter, 
but with public opinion constantly enlivening, with hard- 
headed business men _ focussing their strength upon 
effort that really counts the outlook is fair for better 
things. The development of horticulture in the south, 
the high price of fruit lands there and the difficulties 
of getting a hold there with small means are concen- 
trating the attention of eastern investors toward the 
north. Herein lies he uneasiness of the fruit growers 
of the Sacramento and San Joaquin. They see in the 
future an immense influx of competitive fruit growers 
who, upon cheap and splendid lands will further con- 
gest certain lines of orchard products alfeady overdone 
unless means of distribution are proportionately pro- 
vided. This pessimism is not found among the shift- 
less and irresponsible growers. It pervades the most 
able and enterprising class. In this feeling lies the 
strength of the movement for better fruit packing, for 
the compulsory elimination of the unfit, for the curtail- 
ment of orchard and vinyeard planting for the mere 
selling of land and for the use of wisdom in every line 
where that scarce article can be applied for the public 
weal. 

in a recent trip down the San Joaquin Valley, while 
riding through miles of new peach orchards I asked a 
prominent canner on the car what the growers would 
do with the fruit. He said he expected to get all the 
cream of it he wanted but could offer no suggestion as 
to what would beceme of the balance of this immense 
tonnage. Farther down we passed through immense 
areas of table grapes—10,000 carloads predicted from 
one county within five years—and no one could foretell 
what would be done with the fruit. Only wise policies, 
concerted effort and enterprise in opening new markets 
can prevent the deluge. The northern growers, how- 
ever, are preparing to meet the emergencies. 


Better Fruit Standards. 


HE MOVEMENT started just two years ago to se- 

cure better packing of deciduous fruits is getting to 
the attention of the fruit growers of the whole State, 
All through its career the movement has been confined 
to less than a half-dozen counties although the effect 
of it has, of course, extended to districts that did not 
formally organize. At the meeting of the State Farm- 
ers’ Union at Modesto two weeks ago a resolution was 
passed unanimously endorsing the plan exemplified in 
Placer county. This does not mean that standardiza- 
tion will be adopted right away in all the deciduous 
centers where the union is strong. But it does indi- 
cate that this sensible means of improving the fruit 
pack has at last appealed to a wide range of districts, 
and that many of them will organize during the coming 
BEASON. 

\t a meeting held at Sacramento on the 21st day of 
November, attended by delegates from many districts 
the organization ot a deciduous fruit ledgue was deter- 


mined upon. The paramount objecteef the league is 
standardization, though a dozen other “planks” were 
put in the platform adopted at the meeting. For the 
first year this institution will be finaneed by voluntary 
subscription, over $2000 being raised by the delegates to 
the initial meeting, the subscriptions from the growers 
present running from $50 to $700 each. As soon as 
$8000 is subscribed an office will be established in Sac- 
ramento and the work organized for the future upon a 
support to be derived from an acreage assessment plan, 
reinforced by a car-lot assessment similar to that of the 
citrus league. 

The success of standardization has inspired the for- 
mation of the league, for it has been determined that 
only partial benefits arise from compulsory exclusion of 
unfit fruit while unorganized sections continue to send 
out everything that looks like fruit. I had the pleasure 
of attending the annual meeting of the Placer county 
association for standardization, and of seeing every fruit 
grower in the crowded hall pledge his support to the 
movement for another year. mn 


> 
Prune Values. 


EW PEOPLE living in the citrus districts realize 
the extent of liveliness in the prune trade during 
the present season. The crop was very heavy in the 
majority of smaller districts and most satisfactory in 
the larger. Commanding the highest prices paid for 
years the prune growers made good money and some of 
them fortunes. As the sizes were fair and often unusu- 
ally large, the fruit often brought $125 to $135 per ton. 
Upon a basis of 5% cents per pound, prunes running 
30-408 to the pound would be worth $170 per ton. But 
a small proportion of this size was produced. The basis 
price is for prunes that weigh eighty to the pound. 
The following classification is from the Rural Press: 
When the basis price is 5% cents, 80-90s are worth 4 
cent less than this amount, or 5% cents. The next 
smaller size, 90-100s, are worth % cent less, or 5 cents, 
while prunes under this size are little but skin and pit 
and bring much less to the grower. For each next 
larger size there is a difference of % cent in favor of the 
grower, so that on the 5%-cent basis 70-80s are worth 
6 cents, and 60-70s 6% cents. This advance continues 
for the larger sizes, 30-408, 40-50s, etc., but these quite 
often command a premium besides, which is fixed ac- 
cording to the supplies available and the demand for the 
various sizes. The sizes for which no premium or pen- 
alty are generally fixed are those from 60 toe 100, four 
sizes, so that this basis of making contracts and sales 
is called the “four-size basis.” 


> > 
Social Centers. 


UCH is being written for the agricultural press ad- 

vocating the use of the county schoolhouse as the 
social center of the district. There is also a move 
ment on foot to establish social centers in the large 
cities wherein the schoolhouse is to be the meeting 
place. There is certainly nothing new in all this un- 
less it be the use of city schoolhouses as meeting cen- 
ters for the neighborhood. As long ago as I can re 
member each rural schoolhouse was used for religious 
purposes, spelling bees, singing and writing schools, po- 
litical meetings and for every social meeting except 
weddings, dances and other parties. 

Long will the schoolhouses continue in these uses 
wherever better facilities for social meetings are not 
or cannot be provided. But there are many objections 
to this use of our rural school buildings. The trustees 
are liable to the people for the care of these buildings, 
and vandalism often causes the trustees to rightly re 
fuse the use of the buildings for public. meetings. The 
seating is usually unfit for adults, the desks contain the 
pupils’ books and other property, the lighting is poor 
and the heating deficient. The schoolhouse is at best 
but a poor makeshift for a comfortable meeting place, 
and is used only because there is nothing better to be 
secured. 

But something better can be supplied. I have held 
meetings in halls built by a few neighbors upon the 
stock plan, each farmer subscribing for as many shares 
in the company as he cares to pay for. One of these 
public halls has a large dining-room, a big sitting-room 
in which is an old-fashioned fireplace, a kitchen, pan 
trv and many other conveniences, Above is the assem- 
blvy-room with a piano and a maple floor: for dancing. 
Tle land is owned by the company. A neighboring 
faimer has given the use of a grove immediately oppo- 
site the hall, equipped with rocking swings, teeter 
boards, long rope swings and a basketball] ground. Be- 
yond the grove is a baseball field also given for public 
use by the farmer. | 

This hall is five or six miles from a town, yet in the 
midst of a flourishing settlement. The @irectors let the 
hall free to évery meeting of a social character, or de- 
voted to business concerning the farmer. Magic lan- 
tern shows, pay lectures and similar entertainments pay 
for the use of the hall. One of the strange features of 
this enterprise is the fact that it has become as popular 
with the city people as with the farmers. It is in a 
small way bringing the city to the country. 

But the great merit of this social center is that it 
keeps the country boys and giris at home, and that is 
the main purpose of its maintenance. It is the heart of 
the neighborhood and the pride of its projectors. The 
plan might be adopted by many semi-isolated commu- 
nities,

Anuother method 
is to uge distillate instead of salt, preparing the ground 
for the treatment in the same way, and soaking it with 
water to the depth of a foot, a day or two before ap- 
plying the distillate, then covering with a layer of 
straw or other suitable mulch. The ground can be

An Englishman, Sir Almroth Wright, recently created 
a mild sensation by opposing the washing of the skin 
on the ground that in doing so we also destroy the pro- 
tection which guards ws against microbes. These ef. 
fects may be obviated by a thorough oiling, which 
should always follow a warm bath. 

Some people fear that oiling will stop up the pores 
and check perspiration. This is not so. Dr. J. H. Kel- 
loge, head of the great Battle Creek sanatorium, re- 
cently wrote as follows on this subject, in the “Bartle 
Creek Idea,” replying to an inquiry: 

“There is a popular error with reference to the pores 
of the skin. We do not sweat through the pores. There 
is no such thing as obstruction of the pores unless the 
skin is varnished. The perspiratory glands push up 
through the skin from underneath the epithelium. The 
skin is completely covered. There are no holes in the 
skin. These openings of the perspiratory ducts are 
closed openings, always under cover; the perspiration 
comes up through the opening, and the epithelium 
peels off. We are scaly animals like fishes, scaly all 
the time. When a child has had scarlet fever, the skin 
will peel off sometimes almost like a glove. That 
process is going on al! the while, only it comes off in 
fme particles. You can take the skin almost any- 
where, and by scraping with the finger nai? or knife, 
you can get a little seurf. The fluid is pushed ont

People give expensive gifts, which they cannot afford 
to buy, to others, who often do not want them, and 
then expect something in return, so that a large part 
of the community ifs practically bankrupt for some time 
after the end of the year. 

It is a graceful and commendable praetice to re- 
member your friends at Christmas time, but you need 
not give them anything expensive. If you cannot have 
an artistic card printed, with an extract from one of 
your favorite authors, and perhaps a portrait of your- 
self, you can always buy souvenir cards appropriate 
to the occasion. Or an inexpensive book that has 
struck your fancy is an appropriate present to those 
who appreciate such things. 

The exceptions to this rule are the poor and the 
children. However, the children should not be spoiled 
with expensive toys that they soon put out of com- 
mission. 

When possible, visit personally those upon whom you 
bestow your benevolence at Christmas time.

meet Ad Wolgast in a fight for the lightweight cham- 
pionship of the world in Los Angeles on Thanksgiving 
Day. It proved to be a poor kind of a Thanksgiving 
Day for Wolgast. On the early morning of the previous 
}day he was seized with pains in his bowels, whereupon 
‘he was rushed off to a hospital, cut open and the ap- 
, pendix removed, that being, as the doctors said, “the 
only way to relieve the pain.” Talk about “cutting off 
‘your nose to spite your face!” 

The editor’s friend, Harry Carr, the bright young 
man who ably edits the “Pink,” or sporting sheet of 
The Times, requested the editor to give for publication 
an opinion as to why a strong, trained athlete should 
thus be suddenly “stricken.” It is something to have 
edited the Care of the Body for thirteen years, to have 
edited the Midwinter Number of The Times for a 
quarter of a century -—until within the past two years— 
to have edited the San Franciseo Wasp and the Tomb- 
stone Epitaph, but to be admitted to the honor of con- 
tributing to the “Pink” is about the crowning glory of 
a literary man's life. Such an honor as this is usually 
reserved for pugilists, or tennis champions, or automo 
bile agents, or “higher-ups” of that kind. However, 
the editor of the Care of the Body managed to retain 
his composure, and this is what he wrote, the article 
being printed in the sporting section of The Times 
of November 30: 

“You ask me how it could happen that a _ strong, 
vigorous, healthy young man should suddenly be 
stricken with what the doctors call appendicitis. There 
is no mystery about this thing. There are no such 
things as special dispensations of Providence. Every 
time a man gets sick there is a cause for it. For the 
cause we must look without for mysterious germs, but 
within, to errors in living-—usually errors in eating. 

“This is just the kind of man who might be expected 
to be attacked by appendicitis. There are two classes 
of sick people. First, those with strong digestions who 
boast, as Wolgast did, that he could eat anything, and 
sneer at the idea of diet. What they eat they as- 
similate, and the body soon becomes choked up with 
surplus effete matter. The second class are those with 
weak stomachs —confirmed dyspeptics. With them the 
trouble stops at the stomach. They may, perhaps, hang 
on until they nearly reach the century mark, mean- 
time, however, making life miserable for themselves 
and all those with whom they come in contact. It is 
in some respects an advantage for a man to be born 
with a weak stomach, unless he knows how to practice 
temperance in eating. 

“Remember that muscular strength and health are 
two quite difierent things. Few professional strong 
men attain great age, because they overwork both their 
stomachs and their hearts. Freddie Welsh is not likely 
to get appendicitis—or any other disease. 

“Kating three ‘square meals’ a day, and eating ‘any- 
thing you please,’ is always likely to bring on an attack 
of appendicitis, or some other disease, that will lay 
a strong man low. Frequently in these cases the ap- 
pendix is not affected at all. What the doctors nowa- 
days call: appendicitis is really inflammation of the 
bowel, and was in our boyhood days known by the 
vulgar term, ‘bellyache.’ Now the removal of the 
appendix has become a profitable source of income. 
The operation is often fatal, or is followed by fatal 
‘complications,’. Afterwards, if the patient recovers, in 
every case the removal of the appendix is followed by 
life-long alternate constipation and diarrhoea, because 
the appendix is not a ‘superfluous organ,’ as the doctors 
claim. There are no superfluous organs. The ap 
pendix is necessary to lubricate the lower bowel, the 
tonsils act as germ filters, and the removal of the 
ovaries is always followed by a succession of ‘female 
troubles.’ | 

“The allopathic medical fraternity must choose be- 
tween two horns of a dilemma. Either they are grossly 
ignorant in regard to health and disease, or else they 
perform these operations for the sake of the money 
there is in it. 

“Formerly we were told by the doctors that ap- 
pendicitis was caused by foreign bodies in the appendix. 
This is absolutely false. The theury arose from ex- 
aminations of the appendix of the dog, which is quite 
a different organ from that in man. This is another 
case where the cruel torture of animals has proved 
not only useless but harmful to human beings, Anatomy 
shows that it is an absolute impossibility for the ap- 
pendix in man to become obstructed any more than 
the glands that secrete the saliva can be obstructed by 
the food in the mouth. 

“If, when Wolgast was taken with this pain in the 
bowel, they had put him to bed, given him daily an 
enema of half a gallon of tepid water to clear out the 
bowels below the constriction, absolutely deprived him 
of food of any kind until the bowels moved naturally, 
put a jug of hot water to the feet, hot cloths around 
the abdomen to relieve the pain, followed by ice on 
the abdomen after the pain wa relieved, and given 
him all the fresh air possible in his bedroom, and ab- 
solute quiet, he might have been able to enter the 
ring within a couple of weeks. 

’ “Even where the appendix is inflamed and full of 
pus, it will discharge naturally through the bowel if 
given a chance 

“Manipulations of the abdomen should always be 
avoided. If such an examination were given to a well 
man, and repeated as frequently as in the average 
appendicitis case, the well man would soon suffer from 
some severe disease induced by bruising. 

“Wolgast can never be altogether the same man he 
was physically. This may, however, prove a valuable 
lesson to him if it teaches him that no person, however 


it is too late 
To the above i may be added that on the evening 


before he was “stricken” Wolgast had dined with an 
old friend at a Venice restaurant. This friend is quoted 
as saying. “Wolgast indulged in pork chops and bacon 
and other plain food, but ate nothing that could have 
hurt him.” 3 

Comment on this is altogether superfiuous, 


Care of the Skin. 


of the Skin and Its Appendages,” by 
George Howard Fox, M.D., of New York, clinical 
assistant in the dermatological department, College of 
Physicians and Surgeons. This is one of the articles 
in the book ‘Personal Hygiene,” mentioned here on 
October 29. (W. B. Saunders Company, publishers, 
Philadelphia.) 

The author discusses the subjéets of soap, face 
powders, creams, etc., expresses the belief that sea 
water has no special value over other water, and warns 
against too long remaining in the ocean. * 

The author strongly advises wool for underclothing. 
He says: “The capacity for absorbing moisture is pos- 
sessed by wool to a very high degree, silk being next 
to wool in this respect. Linen is only moderately, and 
cotton very slightly hygroscopic. It is the most 
valuable material for underclothing, for use in temper- 
ate and changeable climates. For cold weather heavy 
wool cannot be surpassed for warmth and comfort. 
If numerous thickuesses of woolen clothing will not suf- 
fice to withstand severe cold, then furs may be sup- 
plemented.” 

It is tiresome so frequently to be called upon to 
controvert this erroneous statement in regard to 
woolen underclothing, a statement that is still re- 
peated, parrot like, by so many eminent medical writers 
on health subjects. As frequently stated here, wool is 
the very worst material to use for underwear. Wool 
is a filthy substance. It can never be e clean 
enough to cover the delicate, sensitive sufface of the 
body. Even if, by extra care and chemicals, it is made 
to appear clean, after one week's wear it will never be 
clean again. It is not a proper material for under- 
wear, because it inhibits skin action. Anything that 
prevents evaporaUion after the secretions have been 
thrown on the surface will positively lead to disease. 
As Dr. J. H. Tilden of Denver has said: “One of the 
most dangerous results peculiar to bad habits is a 
moist surface of the body. A healthy, normal condi- 
tion is dry and warm, not damp and cold. The latter 
condition is one of the positive results coming from 
the filthy habit of wearing the sheep's cast-off garments 
next to the human skin.” 

The best of all material for underwear is linen mesh, 
preferably ramie linen, the linen of the Bible, the ma- 
terial in which the Egyptian mummies were preserved 
for thousands of years. This material does not ob- 
struct perspiration, but facilitates it. Those who once 
try this material would never go back to any other. 
It is soft, soothing and comforting. 

Wool is not only filthy and unwholesome, but it is 
exceedingly irritating to the skin. If you look through 
a magnifying glass at the fiber of cotton, linen and 
wool, you will see a great difference—-you will see that 
the latter is composed of a lot of cruel-looking hooks. 

As to warmth, it is a great mistake to suppose that 
you can keep warm by piling on a lot of underwear. 
A few months ago a resident of Southern California, 
who obtained personal hygienic advice from the editor 
of the Care of the Body, compiained that he could not 
keep warm, although he wore three suits of woolen 
underwear, one above the other. He was advised to 
try a medium-weight suit of ramie linen underwear, 
which he did, with excellent results. 

On the most important of all subjects in connection 
with the skin diseases, the writer of this article says 
nothing. The editor of the Care of the Body always 
informs his consultants who suffer from skin ailments 
that most of these troubles—such as hives and eczema 
—are due to overheating of the blood, and that again 
is due to wrong diet. Therefore, it is absurd to sup- 
pose that they can be curéd merely by local treatment, 
unless the diet is reformed. 

Airing the skin is another excellent thing, regarding 
which the author of this article says nothing. Air and 
sun baths are of much more importance than water 
baths. Man is not a fish, although originally his re 
mote ancestors came from the slimes of the oceaa— 
but that was a good many years ago. Nature never in- 
tended that our bodies should be covered up from the 
beneficial rays of the sun, and the electrically-charged 
atmosphere. Many tribes of savages have fallen into 
consumption and dissolution after they have been 
forced by misguided missionaries to adopt clothing. 
Therefore, air your body as much as possible. 

Another excellent thing for the skin is inunction of 
the body with suitable oils. This practice, which was 
common several thousand years ago, has fallen into 
disuse in the Occident. 


The Pulse. 


O TAKE the pulse, two or three fingers should be 

placed on the radial artery at the wrist, or on the 
temporal artery just in front of the ear, counting the 
pulsations preferably for a full minute, or for at least 
a half-minute, multiplying the result by two. The 
thumb should not be placed on the artery, because this 
method is awkward, and also because the pulsations of 
the artery in the thumb are frequently so readily per- 
ceptible as unconsciously to lead one to determine his 
own pulse rate rather than that of fhe patient.

Orchids and Cabbages. 


N A REVIEW of the recently published remarkable 
autobiography of Richard Wagner, writing in the 
literary supplement of the Chicago Evening Post, Fran- 
cis Hackett says: 

“With all the glory of his creation absent, and all 
the glory of his artistic intentions undisclosed, Wagner 
is one of the meanest and most obnoxious of beings. 
He writes of himself with the disgusting self-assertion 
of an Elbert Hubbard.”

By the way, in a recent number of Hubbard's month- 
ly, the “Fra,” Alice Hubbard, had an article on “Ap 
American Bible,” in which she intimates that the book 
we call] the Bible has become antiquated, and does not 
suit the needs 6f Americans. She then proceeds to 
discuss some modern prophets. including “The Many- 
Sided Franklin,” “Jefferson, the Democrat,” Paine, the 
Patriot,” “Lincoln, the Liberator," “Whitman, the 
Audacious,” “Ingersoll, the Inconoclast” and “Emer- 
gon, the Liberal,” finally coming down to the greatest 
of all, namely, “Hubbard, the Economist.” Of him she 
writes (in part) as follows: 

“Elbert Hubbard, the most positive buman force of 
his time, is a man of genius in business, in art, in 
literature, in philosophy. He is an idealist, dreamer.

Notwithstanding all this, both Hubbard and Shaw 
have written many great and good things, for which 
the world is better, Also, remember that few great 
intellects have lacked their feet of clay. How manv 
of the private characters of men of genius would bear 
close analysis? Furthermore, “no man is a hero te 
bis own valet.” 

There is also much truth in the statement that genius 
and insanity are closely allied. Sometimes, indeed, 
they may be said to overlap. Both are abnormal con- 
ditions. Of late the phrase “artistic temperament” 
has been almost as badly abused as “emotional is- 
sanity.” Yet it is a fact that those who possess this 
temperament in a high degree cannot be judged by the 
same rules that we ase to measure people who are af 
flicted neither with insanity nor with genius. These 
“freaks” or “sports” must, of course, be subject to the 
laws of the land, but we should make reasonable ai- 
lowances for the peculiarities of their make-up. 

You cannot treat an orchid in the same way as 
you would treat a cabbage. If you do it will fade 
away. You may say that cabbages are much more 
useful than orchids. True enough. Also, flowers and 
stars are not necessary to human existence. Yet, ii 
we should eliminate all the flowers from the fields and 
all the stars from the sky. this would be a melancholy 
sort of an old world, would it not?

OT content with the introduction of compulsory 

antityphoid vaccination im the army, it is now being 
introduced into some of our municipal communities. 
Memphis has the dubious honor of being the first city 
to enforce compulsory vaccination as a “preventive’ 
against typhoid fever infection. Drivers of garbage 
wagons were recently inoculated. Other employees will 
come later. 

lf this sort of thing keeps up, the human race will 
soon be so full of animal virus that men will begin to 
rot and fall to pieces of their owa corruption. Also, it 
may be suggested that this is the sort of thing that 
would become common should a national bureau of 
health be established with plenary powers over (the 
bodies of the American people--a misfortune, let us 
hope, that will never happen.

“It has been an uphill job of late years inducing men 
to enlist In the United States army. And after they 
do enlist there are many desertions. Perhaps the lile 
is dull. We are sure it is from no fear of foreign 
bullets.

-udden increase in desertions. Considering the revolt 
in this country against vaccination, with our present 
knowledge of its dangers, one could hardiy blame a 
healthy soldier for running away from it. To the en- 
listed man of average intelligence there is less to fear 
from a clean, honest bullet than from the. deliberate 
iviection of another man's disease.

The Titie of “Doctor.” 


HE State Supreme Court of Colorado has decided 

that an osteopath who admiffisters to the sick, and 
does not prescribe drugs or other medicine to patients, 
need not have a license from the State Board of 
Medical Examiners to practice, and “hat he is not 
violating the law when he prefixes “Dr.” to his name. 
This is in accordance with the spirit af medica! liberty. 
In Germany anyone may practice theyhealing art, but 
may not call himself a “decter” he has a di- 
ploma. 

Everyone should have the right to choose his method | 
of being treated when sick, just as he chooses his 
favorite method of spiritual ministration, and everyone 
should be entitled to treat the sick, provided he is com- 
petent to practice that which he preaches. 

The use of the word “doctor” has been greatly abused 
in this country, like the word “professor,” which is 
assumed in the most reckless manner, from shoeblacks 
to astronomers. 

Here is an article from the Medical Fortnightly, 
showing the origin of the term doctor: 

“The term ‘doctor’ was invented in the twelfth 
century, about the time of the first establishment of 
universities. The first person upon whom this title was 
conferred was Irnerius, a professor of law at Bologna 
University. The tide was created by Emperor Lohaire 
Il, but was suggested by Irnerius himself. The term 
extended to the faculty of theology, and was first given 
by the University of Paris to Peter Lombard, the famous 
theologian. In 1329, the College of Asti conferred the 
first title of doctor of medicine upon William Gordenio.”

A Novel Complaint. 


HE fruit growers of the Michigan fruit belt are op- 
posing the drainage of Lake Michigan throvgh the 
Chicago Canal connecting that body of water with the 
INlinois River. The complaint states that, as a result of 
this drainage, the climate has ° caanged in the fruit 
territories of Michizan, Wisconsin, Indiana and Illinois. 
It is said that t.e cana! drains from the lake its warmer 
waters, reducing the average temperature of the lake 
and thus maxing the fruit-producing sections colder 
and damaging the crops. I have never heard of this 
character of complaint before. It seems reasonable 
that the surface waters would pass through the canal ip 
large quantities, but it does not follow that the heat 
carried with the flow would perceptibly affect the cli.

THEODORE DREISER’s LATEST BOOK 
A POWERFUL WORK, 


By H. L. Mencken. 


HE story of the suppression of Theodore Dreiser's 
T “Sister Carrie” is an old one, and so you have 

probably heard it, or at least some mangled ver- 
sion of it. It was in 1901 or thereabout that the 
thine was done, and fortunately for Dreiser (and 
the rest of us.) it was done imperfectly, so that a 
hundred or more copies got into cireulation. One 
of those copies fell into the hands of William Heine- 
mann, the great London publisher, and he was so 
struck by the merits of the novel that he straightway 
published an English edition. Whereupon William J. 
Locke, Frank Harris and a let of other Englishmen 
who knew literary hawks from handsaws began sing- 
ing the song of Dreiser. An echo of that song, by 
and by, reached the United States, Another and 
braver publisher reissued the book. It came into its 
own at last. The news went forth that a new Ameri- 
can novelist of extraordinary talent was at work— 
that a new Frank Norris was among us, and perhaps 
a better Frank Norris than the one gone. 

Now, ten years after “Sister Carrie,’’ comes Dreiser's 
second novel, “Jennie Gerhardt” by name—the first 
of three he proposes to publish within a year or so, 
though they are unrelated and hence will form no 
forbidding trilogy. “Jennie Gerhardt,” like “Sister 
(Currie, is a study of a woman in conflict with fate, 
and at tirst glance it suggests a mere working over of 
the material of the earbher book, bul once It is read 
that notion disappears. As a matter of fact, the two 
stories difter vastly at a score of points, and at most 
of those points “Jennie Gerhardt is the superior 
What it loses in freshness, in youthfulness, it amply 
makes up in penetration. Dreiser, in brief, has grown 
considerably in ten years, and his method has grown 
with him. A greater understanding now illuminates 
his work; he has a tirmer grip upon character; he 
has attained to.a more accurate and searching philos- 
ophy ~of life. 

The Middle West—chiefly t+hio and Chicago—is the 
scene of the story and the class from which Jennie 
comes is that constantly menaced by the direst need 
Her tather is an honest, pious, inefficient German— 
a glass-blower out of work and fast descending to 
enforced beggary. Her mother is a good-natured, 


hard-working, sentimental washerwoman—an igno- 
ramus who hopes eternally for the best. And yet out 
ef this ash-heap there grows a rare flower. Jennie 


is shabby and ignorant. with something of her father’s 
fatuous faith and something of her mother's senti- 
mentality, but there lingers about her, nevertheless, 
an indefinable charm—a charm not of person alone, 
but more especially of personality. The impression 
she gives, in brief, is that of spiritual dignity. She 
is one of those lovely souls Whose contact is re- 
freshing, reassuring, a bit inspiring. Her outlook upon 
the world is that of wonder and joy, half poetlike 
and half childlike. Herself a thing of beauty, a subtle 
sense of beauty lingers about her 

George Sylvester Brander, a United States Senator, 
50 vears old and beginning to mourn his lost youth, ig 
the pieneer from the great world who tirst makes a 
way to Jennie. Their meeting is fortuitous, prosaic. 
Jennie and her mother, with seven mouths to feed, 
get work at scrubbing stairways in Brander’s hotel. 
There, one day, a melancholy mood upon him, he 
notices them, says a kind word to them, impulsively 
offers to help them, At first only pity appears in his 
relations with Jennie He is sorry that so pretty and 
modest a girl should have to serub stairs. But be- 
fore long he gets a better understanding of her He 
begins to find her strangely, almost mysteriously at- 
tractive—not merely as a chance representative of a 
pitiable class, but also as an unusual, an inviting per- 


‘sonality. He sees her potentialities; he looks ahead 


into her possible future; he pictures her out of the 
grip of poverty, unfolded, developed, given her chance 
in life. And in the end he falls frankly in love with 
her, somewhat to his amusement and a bit to his 
dismay. 

Brander, however, is no man to be long halted, even 
by his own follies. He is mgre than a little weary of 
existence as he has found it, with its purple spots 
of victory and its drab reaches of defeat. He sees 
in Jennie an invitation to that romance he has missed, 
a way back to the golden days of youth. So he re- 
solves to educate and marry her. She is yet, per- 
haps, no fit mate for a United States Senator, but 
a fit mate for any man is in her. The affair drags 
along. A political battle creates a diversion. Brander, 
suddenly attacked from four sides, is overwhelmed. 

Returning to Jennie, he pledges his honor to make 
her his wife. They drift across the Invisible line. 
Then, without warning, death strikes him down. Jennie 
is left pathetically on the rocks—the betrayed maiden 
of the books. That great world which she has glimpsed 
has shut its douors in her face, and now her own 
world, too, will have none of her. But after all, she 
has made a certain progress. Brander has set her 
wings to fluttering. She is no longer the dumb crea- 
ture she was. Beyond the Alps of her agony and 
shame lies the Italy of her unfolding. 

Altogether there are but two men in Jennie’s life. 
Enter now the second of them-—Lester Kane, rich, 
young handsome. They meet by chance and Kane 
boldly grabs her—a business with medieval touches. 
It was not love that drew Jennie to Brander so much 
as gratitude, bedazzlement, awe. In the case of Kane 
these elements reappear, but love ts now stronger 
than any or all of them. The story proceeds leisurely 
through complex episodes—not complex in their ex- 
ternals, but complex in the psychological play within 
them. The aim is to show the development, the ma- 
turing of Jennie, the woman. Kane, like Brander, is 
a man accustomed to rule, a man dominating and 
inspiring, a man rich in worldly experience and able 
to convey the essence of that experience to those about 
him. The effect of his proximity is to complete the 
work of transforming Jennie. The child of dire need 
is now a mere shadow in the background. We have 
before us a waman highly civilized, a woman sensitized 
and mellowed, a woman made capable of heroic sacri- 
fice, a woman of spiritual stature and dignity—in 
Dreiser’s phrase, a big woman 

But—and here is the tragedy—the world has no 
work for such a woman to do, no high usefulness, no 
place of noble service. Jennie may be all she is, but 
she is aleo something ehe ogni not to be. The very 
relation that has exalted her has also degraded her. 
She owes the enriching and flowering of her character 
to Brander and Kane, but she slsoe owes to that con- 
tact her isolation, her sectal sterilit her human use- 
lessness. The vears: pass wearily over her. Kane, 
drawn by ties of farnil rel caste marries another 
woman. Afier awhile he Jennies arms. Her 


daughter—the daughter of Bradner—alsq dies. Her 
old father dies. In the end she faces dumbly that 
blank future which was the tragedy, tod, of Carrie 
Meeber. “Days and days in endless reiteration, and 
then—" So the curtain comes down. 

I have touched here, of course, only the high places 
of this truly remarkable study of a human soul—of 
a human soul struggling with fate, for @ time suc- 
cessfully and then pathetically in vain. The actual 
story—of Jennie’s life with Kane, of their parting, of 
their reunion in the face of death—all this must 
await your curiosity. Its effect of tragedy is the 
thing that makes it what it is—the thing that sets it 
off sharply from the common fictions of the day. 
Here we have not stage pathos, melodrama, cheap 
fustian, but actual tragedy. It has a noble dignity. It 
conveys, subtly but poignantly, a sense of the eternal 
meaninglessness of life, of the eternal inutility of hu- 
man suffering. Jennie is no mere tragedy queen; she 
is the veritable spirit of tragedy. 

But even if the book had no such quality of earnest- 
ness, of dignity. it would still be noteworthy for its 
merits of sheer technic. Dreiser, of course, has his 
faults. His disdain for ornament sometimes carries 
him too for: he falls into a style that is elumsy and 
harsh. And he falls too, at times, into a tempo that 
is a bit too slow—a tempo, at all events, that may 
seem too slow to those accustomed to the tarantella 
pace of the best-sellers. But for all that, he un- 
doubtedly knows how to write. Not only Jennie her- 
self, but also Kane and the lesser figures—particularly 
old Gerhardt—are sketched in with amazing accuracy 
of line. They live and breathe; they are real. Never 
is a false note struck. Not on eyelash is out of place. 

In brief. the thing is done with superb assurance 
and striking skill It has in it the elaborate pains- 
taking, the sober thoughtfulness, the technical fa- 
cility of George Moore. It reveals a novelist who has 
something interesting and important to say, and who 
knows how to say it with extraordinary eloquence 
and impressive.

With the development of American appreciation, 

and this volume which his widow has given us 
may be regarded as a slight acknowledgment of the 
debt to Thomas under which we rest. 

Thomas was born in Germany in 1835, and came to 
the United States at the age of 10. Early in his musi- 
cal career he associated himself with William Mason, 
and but a short time after he became a cenductor of 
opera. In this capacity he held the foremost rank 
for a generation in New York. 

In this volume, which goes into detail regarding 
the musical career of Thomas, we unfortunately find 
many inconsistencies, errors and distortions. With 
all our admiration for Thomas, we cannot believe him 
to have been the absolutely perfect musician and man 
that his widow picjures, and we refuse to believe 
that as a boy he was such a prig as she indicates, 
though, unfortunately, some of his quoted statements 
(which we hope are erroneous) bear her out. 

When Mrs. Thomas tells of his effective trick in 
playing Schumann's “Traumerei” and says “it might 
almost be called the corner-stone of his success,” she 
degrades both her hero and his public. She displays 
Similar lack of judgment in quoting musie criticisms 
from daily papers the country over to emphasize her 
husband's greatness. Did we not know Thomas s80 
well, such testimony would arouse suspicion, for even 
in the present time who would be convinced of the 
worth of an artist by the balderdash that is printed 
about him the next morning? But the beautiful bit 
from Sidney Laniter's pen written after hearing a popu- 
lar concert in New York, earns her pardon.

THE SICK-A-BED LADY By Ejcanor Hallowell Abbott. Cen- 
tury «*o.

HE ten stories which go to make up Eleanor Hal- 
lowell Abbott’s book, “The Sick-a-Bed Lady,’ can 
be described only as luxurious verbal debauches. The 
themes are. trite enough, to be sure; but the clothes 
in which Mise Abbott dresses them are wondrous and 
bizarre. Her adjectives are overheated and emo- 
tional; her adverbs shriek in a sort of delirum, her 
figures of speech seem to be suffering from some elab- 
orate form of dementia; even the typography ie hectic. 


The characters’ in these stories never give the im- 
pression of talking in a normal tone of voice. They 
seem either to be sereeching or gurgling. Miss Ab- 


bott herself is very partial to italics and hyphens. Ags 
ope plunges through the hysterical typography and 
phrenetic verbiage of these stories one cannot help 
feeling that the best way to bring ut their proper 
values is to play them on the plano. 

The first story in the volume is frankly obstetrical. 
Rut one loses sight of the story altogether; for the 
process of filtering the plot through Mise Abbott's 
roceco and magnificent medium tends to divest it of 
inv intrinsic interest.

HIS fall we find the seneuous and long-winded Mr. 

Hichens presenting us with the situation recently 
made famous by Mrs Elinor Glyn.

No. It is twice as long as “Three Weeks” and twice 
as colorful.’ A genuine atmosphere of opulence and 
romance pervades this story of modern Rome. Mr. 


Hichens has this knack: the most commonplace thing 
in the world, if described by him, would immediately 
take on a mystic and symbolic aspect. Before I go 
down to my grave it is my hope to have Mr. Hichens 
describe for me a fromage de brie, a Milwaukee fog, 
a cold dinner plate, the fourth dimension, a hair-cut. 


. . » J am sure he could do these things in such a 
manner that their horrer would immediately vanish. 
He would invest them with poetic symbology. He 


could even make them voluptuous. 

But Mr. Hiehens has other gifts besides those for 
creating atmosphere, for brilliant coloring, for invest- 
ing the nsval with mystery; for providing mere titillat- 
ing entertainment for the amatorily inclined. Oc- 
casionally he reveals an acute understanding of human 
nature—especially that of the feminine. And tif he is oc- 
easionally oracular rather than reportorial, the surety 
of his sense of values pardons him. In “The Fruitful 
Vine” he its at his best in regard to all his numerone 
gifts. Despite his lingering over details his sensuous 
prolixity, he has written a book of considerable power. 
Nowhere else is so plainly evidenced Mr. Hichens’s 
knack of writing both from above and beneath his 
subject. His popularity, I opine, is due to this appeal 
for both the frivolous and the serious-minded reader 

In the rear of the book is a three-page glossary of 
foreign phrases, where we learn that “bon soir’ means 
“good evening; that “tempi passatr’ means “bygone 
days;” that “mamma dort" means “mamma sleeps; 
“faiblesse” means “weakness; etc. This was very

idealistic barbarian. In the process, Herrick makes 
se. eral statements of fact. But the book fails, both 
as a nevel and as a convincing tract, because in the 
one instance Herrick has allied himself with the 
peychotherapeutic Wild One and motivated his action 
objectively, and in the other instance his obvious pre)- 
udices, Dolstered by sarcasm and proscription, intrude 
into the statement of his problem. 

lor the setting of “The Healer” he has taken the 
Northwest Carmdian woods around Lake Sanquishine. 
liis principal characters are two (we are not con- 
cerned With the anti-(limax,) Nell Goodnow, a con- 
~-rvative and practical feminine creature, blessed with 
inauty and subtiety—-a woman embodying the chief 
characteristics of her sex: and Dr. Holden, the 
healer, who has foregone steam heat and ostermoors 
and surgical fees for the rudimentary, unremunera- 
tive life of the wilds.’ These two are thrown together. 
The Wild One wooes and wins the tame one, and bears 
her into the wilderness. Then the conflict begins— 
the age-old conflict between the feminine and the 
masculine, between conservatism and radicalism, prac- 
ticality and idealism.

Patterson gives us the character of Georgia Con- 
ner, a woman torn between a drunken husband and 
theological duty on the one hand, and the man of 
her heart and sogial rebellion on the other. We first 
behold her revulsion and the awakening of her re- 
bellious nature against the liquorish ward  heveler.
